NAVY CONSTRUCTION 

HE United States, which already 

possesses the greatest and strongest 
Navy in the world, is beginning to real 
we the extent and scope of its greatest 
yeace-time shipbuilding program in his 
wry with upwards of six or seven billion 
dollars having been appropriated for ac 
jual construction of a fleet that in all 
categories except submarines and possi 
bly destroyers will outrank construction 
of any other nation—-even those now en 
gaged in war. 

This broad program of the United 
States calls for construction of combatant 
ships of all catergories——-which when com 
pleted will give the U. S. fleet a combat 
force of 32 battleships, 18 aircraft carri 
ers, 91 cruisers, 364 destroyers and 185 
submarines. With respect to combat ton 
nage, this program will outrank all na 
Hons, 

Indications are that only in construc 
lion of Submarines and possibly destroy 
ers, Will any phase of the U.S. program be 
wershadowed. From latest figures avail 
ible, in addition to total combat tonnage, 
this nation will surpass all nations in 
construction of battleships, aircraft car 
rlers, and cruisers. Construction of sub 
marines und destroyers in Germany, 
which stands alone of any nation whose 
shipbuilding might compete with the 
American program in individual phases, 
might outrank the United States in those 
categories; however, estimates of Ger 
hany’s program are formed from most 
heagre reports that filter from Germany 
in daily news reports and closely re 
‘triected reports of travelers in Germany. 
ven these reports are possibly drugged 
with natural war-time propaganda. 

In addition to the huge fleet of heavier 
vessels, America has under construction 
ipproximately 74 submarine chasers, 20 
aplane tenders, and many other mine 
sweepers, destroyer tenders, a fleet of 
moter torpedo boats, repair ships and 
vther light auxiliary vessels. 

The history of this great program be 
sin in 1983 when, after a decade of in 
«tivity, the National Industrial Recoy 
ety Act was passed by Congress provid 
ig funds for an increase in the Navy. 
Under provisions of this act 32 combatant 
vessels were laid down and completed. 
Inluded in the group were two airplane 
‘arriers, four cruisers, twenty destroyers, 
four submarines and two gunboats. This 
"tually started post World War addi 
lions and since that time the shipbuild 
Nf program has gradually gained mo 
hettum until today it is the largest in 
America’s history. 

In total combatant tonnage as of 1 
January 1941 the United States, with ap 
Moximately 1,250,000 tons, surpassed 
“Ny other nation. When the vessels au 
tized by Congress are completed in

N cities and towns and in posts and 
stations throughout the country, the 
nation is preparing to honor its Army on 
Army Day. While the sixth of April is 
traditionally Army Day, it falls this year 


on Sunday, so in accordance with the 
Act of Congress establishing the day 
President Roosevelt’s proclamation set 


Monday, 7 April, as the official day for 
the celebration. However, because of 
local conditions and needs a number of 
communities have elected to hold their 
observance on Saturday, 5 April. 

President Roosevelt, in a letter endors 
ing Army Day said: 

“At no time since the institution of 
Army Day will the Day’s activities be of 
more profound and deep significance to 
the citizens of the United States, both to |

those who remain on civil pursuits, and 
to those who in rapidly increasing thou 
sunds are donning the olive drab. 

“In a world wherein domination by 
armed might prevails in so many unhappy 
lands, it is highly desirable that the 
American people focus their attention for 
at least a 24-hour period in a year on 
those military forces which constitute 
the land defenses of our Republic.” 

For the most part, the observance will 
be held in the larger cities on Saturday 
when thousands of soldiers, industrial 
workers, college students, cadets, busi 
ness organizations, veterans groups and 
civilians will march to martial music fur 
nished by service, school, coliege, and

Gen. Marshall Reviews 
Army’s Growth in Year

HW observance of Army Day pro 

vides an occasion for a comparison 
of the United States Army of today and 
that of a year ago. When we celebrated 
Army Day last year, we had an active 
Army of approximately 225,000 enlisted 
men, Today, our active Army numbers 
considerably more than a million, Within 
the last twelve months the numerical 
strength has increased approximately 500 
per cent. Notable increases have likewise 
been made in materiel and in efficiency. 

A year ago our active Army consisted 
of only our Regular forces with relatively 
few Reserve officers on extended duty. 
Now, although our Regular Army has 
doubled in strength, it is out-numbered 
by the members of the National Guard 
und the soldiers who have been called to 
the colors through the operation of the 
Selective Service Act. By midsummer of 
this vear the Army will number approxi 
mately a million-and-a-half men. Practi 
cally the entire National Guard is now on 
active duty, undergoing intensive train 
ing for a year. As a result of this train 
ing, its combat efficiency will be tremen 
dously improved. By midsummer more 
than 600,000 selectees will be in the 
ranks, 

Esprit and Morale 

I recently returned from a rather bur 
ried trip to a number of our larger train 
ing camps and air stations. The esprit 
and morale of these soldiers and the en 
thusiasm that marked their work was 
most impressive. It is an inspiring thing 
to see the Army in the field undergoing 
this trainng. The wlilingness, the cheer 
fulness, and the patriotism of our soldiers 
were everywhere manifest. 

From the outset of the expansion pro 
gram the recruits and the selectees have 
been sent direct to units of the Regular 
Army and the National Guard. From now 
on most of the recruits and selectees will 
be sent to Replacement Training Centers 
where they will receive elementary train 
ing for thirteen weeks, so that when they 
are ultimately assigned to their organi 


zations they will not retard the unit 
training program. 

During the past winter our soldiers 
have had to put up with many incon 


veniences and some hardships. They did 
with any complaint and 
proved themselves worthy successors to 
the American soldiers of all generations 
In esprit, morale, intelligence and forti 
tude, we have never had a finer Army 
With the completion of the training pro 
gram now in progress, we will have an 
Army of high efficiency 

Most of the soldiers in our expanded 
Army entered the service while the vari 
ous camps were in the ss of con 
struction. The conduct of building opera 
tions interfered to some extent with the 
training of the troops and with their com 


sO scarcely 


fort. However, this construction is now 
practically completed and our soldier 
are comfortably housed. With the cor

the Armored Force went forward this 
week as Commanders were named for the 
Third and Fourth Armored Divisions and 
orders issued for the creation of a head- 
quarters for the Armored Force separate 
from the Armored Corps. 

Brig. Gen. Alvan C. Gillem, jr.. an in- 
fantry officer now with the Second 
Armored Division at Ft. Benning, Ga., has 
heen designated to go to Camp Polk, La., 
to take over the task of organizing the 
Third Armored Division. Brig. Gen. 
Henry W. Baird, a Cavalry officer now 
with the First Armored Division at Ft. 
Knox, will go to Pine Camp, N. Y., to or- 
ganize the Fourth Armored Division. 
Meanwhile, orders were issued by the 
War Department authorizing the setting 
up of provisional headquarters for the 
Armored Force at Ft. Knox. Hitherto the 
headquarters for the Force and the 
Armored Corps have been the same. Now 
the Corps will have its headquarters and 
the Force a separate one embracing the 
corps, the new division schools, board, 
ete. The two existing Divisions, the First 
and Second Armored Divisions, will be 
part of the Corps, while the two new Di- 
visions, for the time being at least, will be 
separate divisions under the Force head- 
quarters. There is a possibility that at a 
later date a second Armored Corps may 
be created with the Third and Fourth Di 
visions. 

Maj. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, command- 
ing general of the Force and the Corps, 
returned to Ft. Knox last week and re 
sumed active duty after an illness of 
about five months. It is considered quite 
likely, in view of the new arrangement, 
that he will take over the new Force 
headquarters and that Maj. Gen. C. L. 
Scott, who has been acting commander 
in his absence, will be given command of 
‘the Corps. 

The new set-up makes the Armored 
Force virtually a new branch. Actually 
the Force headquarters corresponds to 
the office of a chief of an Arm, even 
though it is in Ft. Knox instead of Wash 
ington. There is every probability that at 
a later date legal sanction may be asked 
foset up a new branch.

-Naval War College Courses 


The Navy Department announced this | 
week that the Naval War College courses | 


are to be modified during the current 
emergencies. With the completion, on 15 
May 1941, of the present Advanced, 
Senior and Junior Courses at the Naval 
War College, these courses in their cur 
rent form will be suspended for the dura 
tion of the present emergency. In their 
place. there will be established a Com 
mand Course and a Preparatory Staff 
Course, these courses to run concurrently, 
the duration of each being approximately 
five months. During the fiscal vear 1942, 
the first War College session will begin 
on 1 July, and end on 25 November 1941. 
The second will being on 5 January 1942, 
and end on 27 May 1942. od 

The Command Course will be available 
to all officers of the line and staff of the 
regular Navy who have had six or more 
years of commissioned service, and to 
officers of the Army, Marine Corps, and 
of the Coast Guard, as determined by 
the heads of their respective departments. 
The Preparatory Staff Course is primarily 
intended for officers of the Naval Reserve, 
of and above the rank of Lieutenant (jg), 
who have already seen some naval service. 
The number of officers participating in 
both courses will be dependent entirely 
upon the availability of officers after the 
active demands for the national defense 
have been met. 

Subject also to availability of officers, 
the Bureau of Navigation intends to main- 
tain the Naval War College Staff at nor- 
mal strength throughout the vear. 

Rear Admiral Kalbfus, President of the 
Naval War College, in commenting on the 
courses, stated that, although the shorter 
courses will necessarily he somewhat 
limited in extent hecause of the curtail- 
ment of the time available, the Naval 
War College is in position to ensure that 
no fundamental features will be omitted. 
It is, moreover, quite possible that officers 
may be available for a shotrer course who 
could not possibly be considered as avail- 
uble for a course which covers the better 
part of a whole year. 

Each officer who satisfactorily completes 
the course prescribed for him will be given 
2 certificate to that effect. In examina 
tions for promotion of officers of the Navy 
to grades above that of Lieutenant, a cer- 
tificate of completion of the Command 
Course will be accepted as evidence of 
qualification, in strategy and tactics. A 
certificate of completion of the Prepara- 
tory Staff Course will be accepted as 
evidence of qualification in strategy and 
tactics for promotion of officers of the 
Navy to the grades of Tieutenant and 
Lieutenant Commander. 





New Field Hat 


A new field hat for use of troops during 
warm weather has been developed by the 
Quartermaster Corps and will be ready 
for distribution within the next few 
months. The new hat is of khaki twill, 
is lightweight, waterproof, ventilated and 
has a full brim. It is flexible enough to be 
folded or rolled up and placed in the 
pocket or under a belt when not being 


worn, It will be worn by troops in the | 


field for drilling, maneuvers and general 
purposes, Among its advantages are the 
brim which shades the eyes and neck; 
vents which make it more comfortable 
during hot weather, and its general 
utility. It can be worn satisfactorily under 
almost any condition and is a good com 
plement to a steel helmet. The Quarter- 
master Corps also has developed a new 
work cap with a broad visor that is 
adapted esj» cially for wear by mechanics 
and shop workers. Procurement will be 
started in the near future. 





Reserve Officer Percentages 

Reports were rendered to the War De 
partment this week revealing that the 
commissioned personnel in the Regular 
Army units now ranges from 65 to 838 per 
cent reserve officers. In most of the nine 
regular divisions, the reports show, the 
commissioned personnel is about 70 to 
72 per cent reservists. 

For example, the Fourth Division has 
68 per cent reserve officers, the Cavalry 
Division 69 per cent, the First Armored 
Division 79 per cent, and the Second 
Armored Division 83 per cent.

Marines Get Pilots from Navy 


With the beginning of the new fiscal 
year on 1 July, the Marine Corps will 
discontinue procurement of its own pilot 
eandidates and will rely upon the Navy 
fer officers to fly its planes. 

Marine aviators at present tuke the 
regular pilot training course given Navy 
pilots, but begin training as Marine avia- 
tion cadets and continue in that status 
during the preliminary training at the 
Naval Reserve Aviation Bases and dur- 
ing the later training at the big Naval 
Air Stations. They are enlisted by Ma- 
rine recruiters and have their qualifica- 
tions approved by Marine boards before 
reporting for preliminary training. 

Under the new system, Marine recruit- 
ing agencies will refer to the Navy all 
applicants for flight training. Applicants 
will be enlisted in the Naval Reserve and 
after training at the Naval Reserve Avia- 
tion Base will be sent on as aviation 
cadets to Pensacoia, Jacksonville or Cor- 
pus Christi, 

Present method of training naval pilots 
is to assign aviation cadets who have 
completed the first stages of instruction 
at the naval air stations to advanced 
training on one type or another of air- 
craft—seaplanes, carrier based types or 
patrol planes. Under this method, a 
svroup of the trainees would be assigned 
to types of Marine aircraft. Upon com- 
pletion of the course members of this 
group will be commissioned second lieu- 
tenants in the Marine Corps Reserve; 
other graduates will be commissioned 
ensigns in the Naval Reserve. 

(Jualifications for appointment in either 
service remain the same. Conditions of 
service and pay also remain unchanged. 

Aviation expansion program of the Ma- 
rine Corps calls for increasing the 
present 179 airplanes to a total of 954 
aircraft. This, of course, necessitates a 
corresponding increase in the number of 
pilots and an increase in the rate of 
training these officers, On 24 March there 
were 159 aviation cadets in training and 
additions to that number in the next 
few weeks are not contemplated. 





Command and General Staff 

The War Department announced this 
week that the staff of instructors at the 
Command and General Staff School at 
It. Leavenworth, Kans., will be in- 
creased from 44 to 64 to care for a con- 
templated increase in the number of 
officer-students. A student increase of 
from 200 to 400 is planned at the earliest 
practicable date. Included on the staff 
of instructors under the change will be 
14 regular army officers and 20 National 
Guard and Reserve Corps officers. The 
present faculty consists of 38 Regular 
Army officers and 6 Reserve Corps offi 
cers,

Study Army Organization 


A far reaching study of the Battle of 
France is underway in the War Depart- 
ment General Staff in an effort to deter- 
mine whether any material, fundamental 
departure in Army organization and op 
eration is indicated, P 

Gen, George C. Marshall, Chief of Stall, 
told the House Appropriations commit 
tee In testimony on the fifth supplemental 
estimates that “in the last two weeks we 
have gotten more exact data than we have 
previously had as to the employment of 
German Armored and motorized forces, 
particularly the mechanized force, in the 
break through into France and the plunge 
to the Channel, These data have been re- 
ferred to General Headquarters, under 
General MeNair, and to the War Plans 
Division and the G-8 Division of the War 
Department general Staff. They will make 
au preliminary report to me.” 

Since that testimony, it is learned that 
the preliminary studies have been com 
pleted and the entire matter has been 
turned over to the General Staff for de 
tailed methodical study. 

It is difficult to determine the funda 
mental lessons of that great battle. The 
state of French morale, the ineffective- 
ness of their organization and lack of 
modernity in their weapons may prove to 
be of as much importance to the outcome 
a8 any new weapons or methods employed 
by the Germans. The close coordination 
of air and ground components, particu 
larly the use of bombers to perform the 
functions of artillery, is not a new 
thought but it was certainly carried out 
better than had been conceived in other 
armies. In the Staff study an effort will 
be made to weight the relative Importance 
in all these factors to determine what 
changes may be advisable in our organiza 
tion, weapons, and training. 





Navy-Marine Corps Increase 

A permanent increase in the author- 
ived enlisted strength of the Regular 
Navy to 282,000 and subsequently, at the 
diseretion of the President, to 300,000 is 
provided in H, R. 3786 which was passed 
by the House of Representatives on Mon- 
day, 24 March. The Dill carries pro 
visions for commissioned officers equal 
to 5% percent of the authorized enlist 
ed strength and an authorized enlisted 
strength of the Marine Corps equal to 
”“) percent of the Navy enlisted strength. 
Following is the text of the bill: 

Ite it enacted, ete., That the permanent 
authorized enlisted strength of the active list 
of the Regular Navy is hereby increased to 
232.000. The President is hereby authorized, 
whenever in his judgment a sufficient na 
tional emergency exists, to Increase this num 
her to 300,000. 

Sec. 2. The phrase “authorized enlisted 
strength,” as applied to the personnel of the 
Navy, shall hereafter mean the total number 
of enlisted men of the Navy authorized by 
law, exclusive of the Hospital Corps. 

Sec, 3. The total authorized number of com 
missioned officers of the active list of the line 
of the Navy, exclusive of commissioned war- 
rant officers, shall be equal to 5% per cent 
of the authorized enlisted strength of the ac 
tive list. 

Sec. 4. Hereafter the authorized enlisted 
strength of the active list of the Marine Corps 
shall be 20 per cent of the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Navy. 





Flexible Gunnery School 
Authority has been granted for the 
construction of housing and facilities for 
a flexible gunnery school at an estimated 
cost of $2,266,013 at Las Vegas, Nevada. 
Facilities will be adequate for about 
2 800 officers, cadets and enlisted men, 





The Journal Salutes

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Press Speculates on U-Boat Activities on U. S. Side of Atlantic 


Considerable space has been devoted in America’s newspapers to an assertion 
by Lord Halifax, British Ambassador to the United States, and repetition of the 
report by Prime Minister Churchill, that German U-boats and battle cruisers are 
operating on the American side of the Atlantic ocean. While officials of the German 
government brand the assertion as “a put-up job by American war inciters” the 
comment by American editors and columnists was devoted to the effectiveness of such 
a campaign by the Nazi’s and its possible effects on the U. 8. foreign policy. 

The New York J'imes viewed the U-boat menace to British as decisive “evidence 
that Hitler’s all-out attack on British shipping has begun.” The 7'imes declared that 
Churchill’s assertion that the U-boats were operating as far west as the forty-second 
meridian places these operations closer to America than Europe. “Germany has 
submarines that are easily capable of operating that far at sea,” the Times con- 
tinued. “Even in the last war there were U-boats (the U-155, for example) that 
covered more than 10,000 miles on a single cruise. In the present war Germany 
has the enormous advantage of naval bases on the French coast. It is doubtless 
from these bases that an attempt is now being made to deal a deadly blow to 
British shipping far out in the Atlantic, beyond the point at which merchantmen 
carrying vital war supplies to England pick up the protection of a British convoy.” 
The Times added that in light of the declared American policy it makes little dif- 
ference to the United States whether ships carrying American aid to Britain are 
sunk on our own side of the Atlantic or in waters leading to the British Channel, 
but added, “The day of American isolation is dead and gone, though Berlin does 
not yet appreciate this fact. The American people have a realistic understanding of 
their stake in this war. They no longer regard the Atlantic as a sure bulwark against 
sworn enemies of the democratic system. They see it for what it is, not as a 
‘bulwark’ at all, but as-a broad highway over which any adventurer is free to 
sail, if ever the defenses of British sea power should be broken down.” The Times 
concluded with the assertion that “if no other means are found, (of getting vital 
war supplies to Britain) the American people will demand that our Government 
use convoys.” 

The Philadelphia, Pa., Inquirer viewed the announcement as a “reminder that 
broad oceans are not effective barriers against wartime marauders.” “There is a 
possibility, assuredly, that these reports are premature and that Hitler has not 
sent his submarines or any of his light battleships so far afield,” the Inquirer added. 
“In times of crises it is human failing to leap beyond the realities to dangers as yet 
non-existent.” The Inquirer added that “in view of the dangers of our direct war in- 
volvement through Hitler’s rumored activities on this side of the Atlantic, it is im- 
peratively necessary that American naval forces remain calm in the determination 
to avoid, if possible, incidents that might lead to our embroilment.” 


The New York Herald T'ribune viewed U-boat campaign on this side of the 
Atlantic as a possible test of American morale and took the view that the campaign 
was on a more or less “hit-and-run” basis. In the last war, the Times pointed out, 
the Germans found it possible to operate submarine raiders close to the Americag 
coast but declared “it took big, unwieldy and expensive ‘U-cruisers’ to do it and the 
results were not spectacular.” “That the Nazis might try some hit-and-run raids for 
‘moral’ effect, however, is by no means impossible, especially considering the very 
peculiar Nazi ideas of how to control American morale. If they do, an interesting 
question will instantly arise. The Nazis have promised with the greatest freedom 
to sink any American vessel which ventures within the area of their ‘blockade’ of 
Europe. Would a corresponding American promise to sink on sight any Nazi U-boat 
venturing within the ‘neutrality zone’ be essentially different or any violation of 
neutrality as the Nazis have themselves chosen to redefine it in their own practice? 

As to American aid and the British shipping problem in general, even more 
space in editorial columns was evidenced to the fact that shipping is of most vital con. 
cern to Britain and is becoming increasingly important daily. The Augusta, Ga, 
Ohronicle views the British and Americans as devoting too much attention to the 
Balkans and too little to “Britain’s most serious and pressing problem at the present 
is to win the ‘Battle of the Atlantic’ which is developing with mounting fury.” The 
Chronicle declared that “the outcome of the ‘Battle of the Atlantic’ will have a far 
more important bearing on the outcome of the war than any smash the Nazis 
might make toward the Mediterranean area.” The Chronicle continued with the 
assertion that “America, to as great degree as Britain, is vitally concerned over 
keeping the Atlantic shipping lanes open during the coming months, because it ig 
there where the British really catch their breath, and not in the Balkans.” The 
Long Beach, Calif., Press 7'elegram declared that “Britain seems to be in more danger 
from the Nazis’ counter blockade by submarines and airplanes than from invasion” 
This is due the Press Telegram explained to the enormous advantage derived by 
Hitler from establishment of submarine and air bases on the coast of Europe, from 
Norway in the north to France in the south.” 

The Courier-Journal, of Louisville, Ky., recognized that Britain’s life-line jg 
seriously menaced and declares that evidence that Britain has not been idle to 
combat this menace is seen in nightly raids by the RAF on the French channel ports, 
The Courier-Journal declares that “the unsung heroes of this war as of the last are 
the merchant ships, the one time luxury liners, the bulging freighters, but chiefly 
the little tramp steamers that keep up a constant flow of food and munitions to the 
beleaguered islands and keep open the lines of communication with the armies of 
North Africa and Greece. That flow must not diminish. The shuttle line across the 
Atlantic must be kept going. Shins and more ships is the answer.” 





Unified Air Force 


In spite of reports recently submitted 
to the Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
by the War and Navy Departments op- 
posing a proposal for a unified air force, 
Representative Frank ©. Osmers, jr., 
N. J., this week introduced a bill, H. R. 
4192, to establish a Department of Air, 
which would be administered by the Sec- 
retary for Air appointed by the President 
and would function in the same manner 
us other executive departments. 

In explaining his measure, Representa- 
tive Osmers said: “As the result of a 
careful study of our civilian, military, 
and naval needs with respect to air ac- 
tivities, I am today introducing a bill 
creating a Department of Air, which pro- 
vides for a Secretary for Air, who will 
sit as a member of the Cabinet, and for 
appropriate Under Secretaries. Under 
this bill it is proposed that all of the 
present defense air forces of the United 
States shall be consolidated under a uni- 
fied command. All of the present activi- 
ties of the Federal Government with re- 
spect to civil aeronautics would also be 
placed under the Department for Air. 
No proposal so far made, in my opinion, 
will contribute as much to our national 
defense or to the safety and efficiency 
of our domestic and foreign air lines as 
will this. It will contribute greatly to 
the future development of aviation in 
the United States.” 

The statements of the War and Navy 
Departments opposing a separate air 
force follow: 

War Department's Report 

The War Department, in its previous re- 
ports to the Congress, has consistently op- 
posed the proposal to combine the Army and 
Navy into a Department of National Defense, 
and to separate the aviation forces from the 
Army and Navy, either as one of three de- 
partments charged with national defense, or 
as one of three components of a single De- 
partment of National Defense. These sub- 
jects have been investigated by numerous 
committees and boards since the World War, 
the best known being the Morrow and Baker 
boards, These investigations, based on evi- 
dence then available, demonstrated conclu- 
sively that the creation of a Department of 
National Defense and the separation of avia- 
tion from the Army and Navy, respectively, 
would not improve our organization for na- 
tional defense nor reduce its net cost, and 
that the disadvantages of such a move out- 
weigh its advantages. 





To date, nothing in the current European 
war indicates any important reason for caus- 
ing the War Department to alter its opinion. 

The operations of this war, particularly 
those of the Germans, have illustrated the 
truth of a principle on which the United 
States Army has always insisted, which is, 
that air and ground operations are not sep- 
arate and independent, but rather are com- 
ponents of a combined effort toward the ac- 
complishment of a single objective and are 
mutually interdependent. As such they could 
be coordinated by a single responsible mili- 
tary commander. The same principles hold 
true for air and sea warfare. 

Although Germany has a separate air force, 
it has throughout maintained this essential 
unity of military control directly under the 
head of the Government, who has his own 
chief of staff. Each of the separate armed 
services is under a military head. Bach major 
strategic military operation is placed under 
a single commander who controls the air and 
ground forces involved. From the top down 
there has been complete unity of military 
command and a resultant unity of doctrine 
and purpose as regards the employment of 
the armed forces. 

With its present organization, the Army of 
the United States is able to secure the proper 
coordination of air and ground forces. The 
proposed Department of National Defense 
would have the major defects that it would 
establish still another practical nonmilitary 
link in the chain of command between the 
President, the Commander in Chief, and the 
commanders of the armed forces, and at the 
same time separate aviation from both the 
Army and Navy. Diverging doctrines of 
proper strategic and tactical employment of 
aviation which would be likely to arise, would 
make the proper coordination of air and 
ground forces very difficult. In this connec- 
tion, it is pertinent to note that Germany, in 
1938, abolished the type of organization en- 
visaged in 8, 277. 

As judged in the light of current military 
events, the reasons expressed on previous oc- 
cusions by the War Department, in opposi- 
tion to a Department of National Defense are 
still cogent. 

Navy Department‘s Report 

The bill 8. 277 would superimpose a secre- 
tary of National Defense over three co-equal 
undersecretaries of War, Navy and Air, re- 
spectively. This would mean that an addi- 
tional cog would be introduced at the top 
into the already existing national defense 
machinery and a co-equal cog in the form 
of a separate air force would be introduced 
into the machinery next to the top. 

Such proposals are not new. They have 
been put forth in many forms over a long 
period of years. The subject not only with 
respect to a Department of National Defense 
but also with respect to a separate air force 
has received in the past unbiased study by 





the War and Navy Departments, by congres- 
sional committees, and by the “Morrow 
Board,” with resultant unanimous disap 
proval of such a military organization for 
the United States. 

The Navy Department has consistently op- 
posed the enactment of any legislation which 
would either alter the independence of the 
Navy Department as a separate branch of na- 
tional defense under the supervision of the 
President as Commander-in-Chief or which 
would divorce naval aviation from naval con 
trol. 

In the opinion of the Navy Department no 
material advantages to the efficient or eco 
nomical operation of the military organiza 
tion of the United States can be foreseen as a 
probable result if this proposed measure 
should be enacted, but on the contrary its 
enactment: would result in the almost fatal 
weakening of our national defense at a criti- 
cal time in our national history. 





Funds for Lend-Lease 

H. R. 4050 appropriating $7,000,000,000 
to carry out the provisions of the lend- 
lease bill was passed by the Senate on 
Monday, 24 March, by a vote of 67 to 9 
and immediately flown to Florida for the 
President’s signature. The final vote on 
the bill came after less than two hours’ 
debate on the floor of the Senate. No 
change was made in the text of the bill 
as it passed the House of Representatives. 

Hearings on the measure were con- 
ducted by the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations with virtually the same wit- 
nesses and testimony as took place in the 
House, Details of the House committee 
hearing were published in the Army 
AND NAVY JOURNAL last week. Testimony 
was carefully edited by the committee 
and much of the matter discussed was 
omitted from the printed report of the 
hearings. In addition, it was stated that 
much of the testimony was off the record 
and no transcript was made of such por- 
tions. 

Secretary of War Stimson reiterated 
his previous declaration that “95 percent 
of the items intended to be covered by 
the appropriations under the bill are for 
weapons and munitions which could be 
used in our own Army and which would 
thus be vitally useful to this nation in 
case we were ever left alone to defend 
the Western Hemisphere.” 

Similar standardization between Amer- 
ican and British naval guns and muni- 
tions is being worked out, the committee 
was told by Secretary of the Navy Knox. 











The armament for planes, he said, “s 
rapidly coming to a common level.” 

The committee was told by General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, that 
144,000,000 rounds of .30-caliber ammv 
nition have been supplied to England 
His statement led to the following ques 
tions from Senator Gerald Nye, N. D.:

Supply Branches and Industry 

The task of supplying our tremend- 
ously expanded Army with food, cloth- 
ing, and equipment of all kinds, has been 
aun enormous one, and it is a fine tribute 
to the industry, the energy, and the re- 
sourcefulness of our supply branches and 
to the splendid cooperation received by 
the Army from civilian industry, that the 
job has been carried through with speed 
and efficiency. 

Essential training weapons and equip- 
ment have been provided, We still lack 
many items essential to combat efficiency. 
We need greatly increased. numbers of 
aireraft, antiaircraft guns, field artillery 
of all calibers, tanks and other armored 
vehicles, and great quantities of ammuni- 
tion of all types. Much of this materiel 
has only recently been redesigned in or- 
der to embody the lessons learned from 
the European conflict. A new armament 
industry had to be created ; new facilities 
had to be constructed; special machine 
tools had to be provided; skilled work- 
men had to be trained to perform un- 
familiar tasks. Most of this preliminary 
work has now been completed and quan- 
tity production of vital munitions is now 
beginning. 

While everything essential to national 
security has not yet been accomplished, 
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In the busy months that lie ahead, we 
may confidently expect greatly accele- 
rated progress toward our goal, 

To make our country safe is the earnest 
endeavor of all elements of our popula- 
tion. I know that I speak for the men of 
all ranks in assuring the public of the 
devoted service of every soldier to this 
end, 





General Headquarters of the 
Army

N Army Day last year, “G.H.Q.” was 
merely another page in the Tables 
of Organization. Since 1921, when Gen- 
eral Pershing completed his work of the 
A.E.F., G.H.Q. had been one of the many 
inactive organizations associated in the 
public mind as “for war-time use only.” 
Last July, G.H.Q. was partially acti- 
vated by the Chief of Staff, General 
George CC, Marshall, in line with the re- 
organization of the military forces along 
functional and tactical lines. The awak- 
ened interest in national defense caused 
by a world in arms—as reflected by Con- 
gressional legislation and particularly the 
passage of the Selective Service Act 
would furnish the country with a com- 
pletely balanced army for the first time 
in peace, It would furnish men and arms 
to implement the four Field Armies, 
which for so many years had been 
“Armies” on paper only, and permit the 
separation of the Armies from purely 
administrative duties. A logical step, 
therefore, was to re-create a G.H.Q. as 
the keystone in the Field Force structure, 
but on this occasion it is not “for war- 
time use only.” The nucleus of G.H.Q. 
is charged with the peace-time mission 
of supervising the training of the Field 
Forces of the Army of the United States. 


Tucked away in little rooms on the 
second floor of the Army War College is 
this small group of twenty officers and 
thirty-two enlisted men who wear the 
red, white, and blue shoulder patch of 
G.H.Q., headed by General Marshall, in 
his capacity as commanding general of 
the Field Forces, with the sole mission 
of supervising the training of the expand- 
ing Field Forces, which inelude the 
G.H.Q. Air Force, the Armored Force, 
and other G.IL.Q. troops. These few offi- 
cers have had an opportunity to observe 
and direct the building up of the com- 
batant army which for a long while was 
envisaged on paper rather than repre- 
sented by men and arms. 

Observation is performed by actually 
getting away from the office to visit 
troops and commanders in the field. In 
the case of the National Guard division 
and many non-divisional units, a pre- 
induction visit was made to go over mat- 
ters with the staff, which would assist 
their getting settled in training areas 
and ther training schedules underway 
with minimum delay. Visits are made to 
units in training to observe their progress, 
to learn at first hand what obstacles— 
physical or administrative—stand in the 
way of intensive training, and to witness 
training inspections conducted by their 
respective corps and army commanders. 

Back in the “office’—if it can be called 
such, for much of the time it is merely 
a place to hang hats while in Washing- 
ton—G.H.Q. issues training directives to 
correct deficiencies which have been 
noted, prescribes additional training, or 
deals directly with agencies in the War 
Department to smooth the way for the 
man with the gun and his commander in 
the far-flung corners of the country. 
They are the men to whom the Chief of 
Staff, General Headquarters, and his 
staff owe their respect, admiration, and 
assistance, but facilitating their training 
problem is not merely seeing that they 
have a place to conduct range practice 
or hold maneuvers. 

There are many influences that bear 
directly or indirectly upon the develop- 





military machine. Some of these factors 
are his health, his morale, his living con- 
ditions, and his tools of trade. Many of 
these matters come under the heading of 
“housekeeping”—a great task being per- 
formed by the War Department, Corps 
Area Service Commands, and Station 
Complements. Consequently, liaison is 
maintained between G.H.Q. and those 
agencies concerned with the soldier’s 
welfare and supply to meet the problems 
which, because of their very importance, 
have been traditionally a handicap to 
training. 

At present, most of the units of the 
Field Force have completed their initial 
13-weeks’ program and are undergoing 
advanced training. During this period, 
many are engaged in tests arranged for 
them by their immediate superior com- 
manders. With the coming of summer, 
the Army Corps will have maneuvers to 
test the combat proficiency of the divis- 
sions, followed by maneuvers conducted 
by Army Commanders to check the fune- 
tioning, in simulated battle, of the Army 
Corps. In the late fall, maneuvers on a 
seale larger than ever held before in our 
peace-time history will be directed by 
G.H.Q., at which time all who are inter- 
ested and associated with national de- 
fense will see proof of the soundness of 
the present organization and the results 
of a year of concentrated training. 

Army Day this year, marks a particu 
larly prominent milestone in great ad- 
vances made toward the building of an 
Armerican Army, consecrated to the mis- 
sion of keeping this country safe in a 
war-torn world. To all who have labored 
so diligently. in fair weather and foul, 
suffering each growing pain as the army 
shed its swaddling clothes, the staff of 
G.H.Q. gives a well-earned salute. 





Panama Recruit Training Center 

General Prosser as Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Panama Mobile Force, organ- 
ized a Recruit Training Center at Ft. 
Clayton on 5 Jan. 1941 under the com- 
mand of Maj. Harry B. Sherman, 5th In- 
fantry, in order that all recruits received 
from the United States and assigned to 
organizations of the Mobile Force might 
be given a uniform course of training in 
the basic military subjects. 

Subsequently, all recruits arriving from 
the United States and assigned to the 
Panama Mobile Force have been sent at 
once to the Training Center. They are 
quartered with the Headquarters Com 
pany, receive their initial equipment ; and 
begin their basic instruction as tropeal 
soldiers. Durng the first week of his in- 
struction, every new soldier is taught to 
fire, either the rifle or pistol. He then 
continues with his basie training, which 
later includes the use of the bayonet, 
hand grenade, riot gun, and automatic 
rifle. Thorough instruction is given with 
the gas mask and then the recruits pass 
through the gas chamber, where they are 
exposed to non-toxic tear gas, in order 
that they may have confidence in their 
equipment. Further periods are devoted 
to instruction in close-order and ex- 
tended-order drill, calisthenics, personal 
hygiene, first aid, and guard duty. The 
newcomer is made familiar with the tra- 
ditions and customs of the service called 
“military courtesy.” The Articles of War 
comprising the military law under which 
he lives. are thoroughly explained to the 
new soldier. His period of instruction 
closes with practical training which will 
enable him to protect hmself in the field. 

In order that a thorough check of the 
progress of each individual soldier may 
be made, the Commanding Officer of the 
Training Center makes frequent inspec- 
tions. Written and verbal examinations 
are given to all soldiers on appropriate 
subjects, so that their relative proficiency 
may be made a matter of record. At the 
end of the training period, the young sol- 
dier is sent to his organization acclimated 
to the country, in good physical condi- 
tion, and well versed in the military sub- 
jects of his Arm

ous reasons, withholds details; however, 
it now appears that four distinct craft, 
in the heavier vessel class, will be repre- 
sented. 

In the first class will be six battleships 

the North Carolina, Washington, Indi- 
ana, Massachusetts, Alabama and the 
South Dakota, each of which have a 
standard displacement of 35,000 tons. 
They are approximately 704 feet in length, 
are protected with 16 inch armor, mount 
9 sixteen-inch guns and 17 five-inch guns. 
They are expected to attain a speed of 
30 knots. 

Their construction, guns, speed, armor, 
and equipment make these vessels su- 
perior to any battleship the Navy now 
has. 

Essentially important construction of 
these vessels is either up to or ahead of 
schedule, 

The North Carolina, for example, was 
originally to have been completed in No- 
vember 1941, The press-of the current 
program exerted itself however, and the 
ship will be commissioned on 9 April, 
nearly six and one-half months ahead of 
schedule, 

The Washington also is far ahead of 
schedule having originally been sched- 
uled for completion in October, and now 
scheduled for commissioning in June. 

In the second category are six even 
more powerful battleships than those of 
the first group. They are the Iowa, New 
Jersey, Missouri and the Wisconsin, 
which according to reports will displace 
some 45,000 tons and will mount guns, 
armor and equipment more powerful 
than any other vessel ever constructed 
by the United States. These vessels are 
said to be capable of 35 knots and will 
mount at least 9 sixteen inch guns. 

The third phase of the heaviest craft 
construction program is believed to in- 
clude construction of six battle cruisers 

the Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippines, 
Puerto Rico and the Samoa, Contracts 


for these vessels were let in 1940 to the 
New York Shipbuilding Corporation. Ac- 
cording to the latest information keels 
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for these vessels have not yet been laid. 

These battlecruisers, or at least they 
are believed to be battle cruisers, are of 
exceptional speed and firing power. On 
the basis of cost, said to be about $53,- 
400,000, each for hull and machinery 
they should be about 25,000 to 27,500 ton 
vessels and are expected to mount as 
heavy as 14 inch guns. 

Cruisers of this class are primarily in- 
tended to combine speed and firing power 
to enable them to catch and sink cruisers 
and pocket battleships and to outrun 
conventional battleships whose bigger 
guns and heavier armor would be too 
much for them in combat. 

The final category of the construction 
of heavy vessels as revealed in Congress 
last week, would involve the construc- 
tion of super-battleships—five battle- 
ships whose displacement would be in 
the neighborhood of 58,000 tons each. 

These super-dreadnaughts, presumably 
the next five battleships to be built, the 
Ohio, Montana, Maine, New Hampshire 
and the Louisiana, would in all proba- 
bilities equip the Navy with the largest 
vessels in the world. The Navy Depart- 
ment has disclosed no information on the 
type of ships now authorized by contracts 
for seven battleships which were placed 
on 9 September 1940. 





Leech Matches Postponed 

For the past year, the Leech Trophy 
Matches between teams representing 
the Army and the Navy Tennis Associa- 
tions were scheduled to be held during 
the late summer of 1941, at the Army- 
Navy Country Club in Arlington, Va. 

The matches consist of three singles 
events and two doubles events. The Army 
was victorious in 1939 for the first time 
since 1925, and was looking forward to 
repeating this year. 

However, the following mutual agree- 
ment has been reached between the Army 
and Navy postponing the Leech Trophy 
Matches for the period of the current 
emergency. 

Inasmuch as the 
busily engaged in 
mutually agreed upon between the 
signed, Leech Trophy Representatives for 
the Army and Navy, respectively, that the 
Leech Trophy Matches heretofore scheduled 
for 1941 should be postponed until the end 
of the present emergency in the interest of 
national defense; it being manifestly im- 
practicable to bring together a suitable rep- 
resentation of both services for the matches.

A_ battalion of Cadets 
from the U. S. Military Academy and 
the West Point band will participate in 
the parade for the first time since the ob- 
servance of Army Day. 

It was decided to hold the New York 
Army Day parade on Saturday, 5 April 
on the ground that by holding the parade 
on Saturday there would be a minimum 
amount of interference with training. 

It has been found that representation 
of mobilized industry in the parade would 
interfere with the speeding up of the de- 
fense program, so it has been decided 
that there will be no representation of 
this branch of national defense in the 
parade. 

Washington’s Celebration 

In Washington, D. C., soldiers from 

the Army’s posts at Fort Meade and Fort 


Myer, will participate in the parade 
along with patriotic, fraternal, civic, 


business organizations. Hundreds of boy 
and girl cadets from neighboring schools 
will also fill the parade ranks.

The Third Army 


BY LT. GEN. H. J. BREES 
Commanding General, Third Army 


HE Third Army at the time it was 

organized in 1932, consisted of those 
divisions of the Regular Army, National 
Guard, and Organized Reserves which 
were attached to the Fourth and Eighth 
Corps Areas for mobilization under the 
War Department Mobilization Plan. 

The principal activities of the Third 
Army until 1936 were those in connec- 
tion with preparing plans and organizing 
the available troops for operation under 
such war plans as dealt with the region 
of the Gulf and Mexico and the south- 
ern frontier of the United States. 

No large maneuvers were held until 
1938 when troops of the Third Army, 
both Regular Army and National Guard, 
participated in maneuvers in Mississippi, 
Texas, Wyoming, and Arizona. 

In 1{40, during May in the Sabine area, 
and in August in the Beauregard area of 
Lousiana, Third Army troops, Regular 
Army and National Guard, staged the 
largest peace-time maneuvers yet con 
ducted in this country ; some 70,000 men 
having been engaged in the August man 
euvers, 

The lessons learned during these man 
euvers were invaluable in planning the 
intensive training now being carried on 
by troops of this command, The opera 
tions participated in under field condi 
tions on unfamiliar terrain had the high 
est educational value for every one en 
gaged, particularly for the staffs of the 
larger units, which previously had had 
no opportunity to function as such, Much 
was learned of the proper use of motor 
vehicles and the necessity for the con 
ditioning and hardening of all troops so 


as to fit them physically for operations | 


as realistic and strenuous as might be 
expected in a fast-moving campaign. 
Soon after these maneuvers the public 
became “defense conscious,” and the in 
duction of the National Guard, extended 





| active duty for Reserve Officers, and the 
activation of Regular Army units was 
authorized. This expansion has been ef- 
fected to such an extent that at the pres- 
ent time the Third Army alone has more 
than double the commissioned and en- 
listed strength of the entire United States 

Army a few years ago. Of the 38 
divisions now authorized 11 divisions are 
in the Third Army. 

This building up is continuing with the 
activation of new units so that by next 
September the Third Army including at- 
tached units will have an estimated 
Strength of officers and men of 360,000 
of whom it is contemplated nearly 330,000 
will participate in maneuvers in Louisi- 
ana in which more than one half million 
men will take part. 

The magnitude of the Third Army and 
the modernization of its equipment may 
| be judged by the 40,000 motor vehicles 
which it is estimated will be used, as 
well as over 14,000 animals.

IN ENACTING THE PAY provisions of the Selective Service Act, it was the 
intent of Congress, expressed by members on the floor and indicated by the very terms 
of the measure, that the pay and allowances of the military and naval services should 
be equalized. Army base pay was raised to that of the Naval service, and then to 
assure that it would work both ways a provision was carried that the Navy and 
Marine Corps should have the same allowances as the land service. In the case of 
dependents allowances, the Comptroller General, as reported in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL last week, properly held that the Navy and Marine Corps are entitled to 
benefits of the new law giving commutation of quarters for enlisted men of the upper 
three grades whose families are not provided with government quarters. However, 
there yet remains the matter of the clothing allowance. By a series of legalistic reason- 
ing, it has been held that this allowance, formerly paid in cash credits to Army en- 
listed men and now provided in kind, may not be extended to the Navy. If there is to 
be genuine equalization the men in the sea service should be granted this privilege 
and not be required to dig into their pockets for articles of uniform.

veloped with the speed called tor by the Commander-in- 
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Foreign Affairs-—-From time to time at Press Conferences, President Roosevelt has 
made suggestions as to the Atlantic limits of the Western Hemisphere. He has in- 
cluded Greenland in those limits, and has referred even to the possibility that the 
western half of Iceland might be regarded as lying within them. In May last, he 
showed our concern in connection with Greenland, a possession of Denmark which 
Germany is occupying, by establishing a Consulate at Godthaab, and by the assign- 
ment of Coast Guard cutters to patrol its waters. These activities constituted a notice 
to the Axis Powers of our interest in the huge North Atlantic Island, and of our 
view that any attempt to use it for air and submarine purposes would be considered 
as a violation of the Monroe Doctrine. 

These Presidential suggestions are recalled because of their bearing upon the 
general policy of aid to Britain, including that of convoy. For some time studies have 
been in progress to determine how far the Western Hemisphere extends into the 
Atlantic, and where we can take the position that any military operations within its 
area, land or water, bring into play our responsibility under the Monroe Doctrine. 
The President is disposed to fix the eastern limit of our Hemisphere at approximately 
Longitude 25 West, the State Department at Longitude 20 West, and German Atlases at 
17.40 West. If the President be correct, the Hemisphere would include all but the 
eastern edge of Greenland and the Azore Islands; if the State Department, all of 
Greenland, part of Iceland, the Azores and the Cape Verde Islands, and if the German 
Atlases practically the same region, An interesting article in News Week by Admiral 
Pratt, who is on duty with the General Board, discussed these differing views on our 
ifemispherical limits. 

Clearly, any change of sovereignty over European possessions in this Hemisphere, 
whether of Greenland or the Azores, could be interpreted by the President as a 
reason for the invocation of the Monroe Doctrine, particularly in view of the de- 
struction of distance by the airplane. But also involved is the matter of our re- 
sponsibility for the guardianship of the waters of this Hemisphere, the right of ships 
sufely to pass through them, and, in case of danger, protection of them by our Navy. 
The Panama Agreement established a Safety Zone of 300 miles from American terri- 
tory, and, measuring from the tip of the bulge of Brazil, the eastern line of that Zone 
would be at the limit in the Atlantic the President is reported to have fixed. Running 
the line north and south, it is argued we would have the right to guard cargo ships 
2,000 miles out into the Atlantic, there to be turned over to the British Navy, which 
would protect them for the remaining, and more dangerous, distance of 850 miles. 
Justification for this action would lie in a sentence in the Message of President Mon- 
roe: “With the movements in this Hemisphere we are of necessity more immediately 
concerned and by causes which must be obvious to all enlightened and impartial ob- 
servers.” The phrase “movements in this Hemisphere” is broad and elastic. While 
hitherto it has been regarded as relating to territory, it is conceivable it properly 
could be applied to the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, especially as another sentence 
of the message declares that we should consider any attempt by European Powers to 
extend their system “to any portion of this Hemisphere” as dangerous to our peace 
and safety. The construction of the Panama Canal greatly accentuated the practical 
necessity of the Monroe Doctrine as it applied to the Caribbean Sea, the Islands and 
waters thereof, and the potential command of the routes leading to the Canal. 

That the Axis Powers will not accept the expansion of the Monroe Doctrine as 
suggested above may be believed because of the warning Hitler gave that “wherever 
British ships appear, our submarines will attack them until the hour of decision 
arrives.” There is meat in this warning as shown by the activities of German battle 
cruisers and submarines in mid-Atlantic, and by the preparation for the consequences 
thereof in German and Italian plans for the repatriation of diplomatic and consular 
officers in the United States. As to Iceland, Germany has prescribed that it is within 
her blockade zone, which means that she is disregarding President Roosevelt’s sug- 
gestion that part of that island might lie in the Western Hemisphere. The Axis never 
recognized the 300 mile Safety Zone, and doubtless will refuse to recognize any Hemis- 
pherical limit in the Atlantic, which this Government fixes. To do so would be to 
decrease the effectiveness of their raiders and submarines. 

On the other hand, our safeguarding of our Hemispherical waters would greatly 
increase the efficient operation of the British Navy. As Admiral Pratt suggested, 
convoys could be organized at New Foundland and Bermuda. They could be protected, 
in spite of the anti-convoy ban in the Lend Lease Act, under the supreme power the 
President possesses, and delivered at specified points to the British. If such convoys 
were to be attacked by German warships, this could be looked upon as a “movement” 
within our Hemisphere in violation of the Monroe Doctrine, and, therefore, an act of 
war. At the White House Correspondents Dinner, the President said that “The great 
task and the deep duty which rests upon us, is to move products from the assembly 
lines of our factories to the battle lines of Democracy.” It is to be noted he did not 
confine our task and duty to the manufacture and transfer of products, but to their 
movement, and their movement to the battle lines, which are where German war- 
ships are operating in the Atlantic, and even England, Greece and China. That 
Premier Churchill probably is informed of the President’s views, is shown by the 
emphasis he placed in a speech at the Pilgrim Dinner in London on the fact that Ger- 
man battle cruisers and submarines had sunk ships on the 42 Meridian of Longitude, 
or about 1,500 miles from the American Coast line. That is to say, those warships 
were operating well within the Hemispherical boundary fixed by the President. 

The adherence of the government of Prince Paul of Yugo-Slavia to the Triple 
Alliance, followed by the revolution which overthrew that Government, has created 
a situation which has its advantages and disadvantages for all the belligerents. The 
diplomatic victory achieved by Hitler and Mussolini was intended among other things, 
to impress the Japanese Foreign Minister, Matsuoka, then about to arrive in Berlin, 
but its value in this connection has been lost by the repudiation of the Paul Govern- 
ment. Germany and Italy are now faced with the necessity of conquering a state 
which they had welcomed as a partner, and Matsuoka will realize that instead of 
the Axis dominating the Balkans by friendly understandings, they must, in the case 
of Yugo-Slavia, do so by force. It will be recalled that during the first World War, 
the Serbian Army, which was cooperating with the Allies, was overwhelmingly de- 
feated by the Central Powers. The Serbian Army was reorganized in Greece, and 
its 118,000 officers and men added to the British and French, and ultimately to the 
Greek Armies, gave a superiority to the Allied Force in 1918., The German High 
Command has not been disposed to march into Greece until it had gained control 








of the Vardar Valley, which would have been another avenue, besides that of the 
Struma Valley in Bulgaria, for operations against the Greek and British Armies, 
While Prince Paul obtained from Germany a denial of purpose to use the Vardar 
Valley, the revolution in Yugo-Slavia doubtless will be justified as a reason for inter. 
vention and the seizure of that Valley. Of concern also to Hitler must be the answer 
Russia and Turkey gave to the announcement of the entrance of the Paul Goverp. 
ment into the Triple Alliance. That answer was in the form of an undertaking 
to support each other in case of attack. This, together with Russian disapproya| 
of Bulgaria’s entrance into the Axis, and evident satisfaction with the overthrow 
of the Paul Government of Yugo-Slavia, shows that Stalin is looking with increasing 
concern over German activities in the Balkans. Stalin is aware that by German cop- 
trol of Denmark and Norway, his country is allowed access to the Atlantic only by 
Hitler’s sufferance, and if German troops should appear on the banks of the Bosphorus, 
the way to the Mediterranean would be closed. Thus Russia would be landlocked, It 
would seem that the relations of Stalin and Hitler are nearing the straining 
point and that the latter must watch his step if he is not to incur the enmity of 
his fellow dictator instead of his friendly cooperation. Foreign Minister Matsuoka 
had a conference with Stalin in Moscow and may see him again on his way home. 
He wants Stalin to close the road of supply from Russia to the Chung King Govern- 
ment of China. He is not likely to get this concession in view of the fact that the 
Soviets have promised to furnish supplies to Turkey, and the growing tension between 
them and the Axis Powers. 


There can be no glossing over the fact that the limited adherence of Yugo-Slavia to 
the Tripartite Alliance is a blow to Britain, and, because of the total aid we are giving 
to that Empire, to us. That the action meets with the disapproval of a large section of 
the population of the latest Axis partner is apparent from the resignations of Cabinet 
Ministers representing the Serbs, and there is talk of revolution against the govern. 
ment of King Paul. If anything of that kind were to occur, the troops loyal to Paul 
would be reenforced by the Germans, and then there would be no question of the use 
by the latter of the Vardar Valley for operations against Greece and the British 
contingents which have been landed in that country. Offsetting this new diplomatic 
triumph, is the alliance of Russia and Turkey, which was significantly announced on 
the day Yugo-Slavia signed the Tripartite Pact. This, together with Russian dis- 
approval of Bulgaria's entrance into the Axis, and prospective disapproval of the act 
of the Belgrade government, shows that Moscow is looking with increasing concern 
upon German domination of the Balkan region. Such domination, together with that 
of Denmark and Norway, has developed an encirclement of Russia that threatens to 
deny her free access to the European seas. It is easy to understand, therefore, that 
the threat to the Dardanelles looms large in Soviet eyes, and that the need to counter it 
induced the Moscow and Ankara governments to agree to support each other in case 
either became involved in war. Obviously, as a result of German action, the rifts 
between Stalin and Hitler are widening, and self-interest is demanding action by the 
former rather than reliance upon Axis good faith. Doubtless the new situation de- 
veloped by Yugo-Slavia’s surrender entered into his calculations during his talk with 
the Japanese Foreign Minister, Matsuoka, and it seems unlikely he will agree to close 
the supply route to the Chung-King government of China when he has just opened an 
even wider route to Turkey. 


Ordnance Department—About 80 officers in the Office of the Chief of Ordnance in 
Washington will take a three-month course in ordnance engineering and kindred 
subjects that is being set up by the United States Department of Education. The 
course will start about 10 April and will be supervised by members of the faculty of 
the Engineering School of George Washington University. A 15-week course of in- 
struction in Portugese also will be given to acquaint Regular Army and Reserve Off- 
cers with the language used in Brazil, the largest country in South America. 


Army Medical Corps—Two motion picture training films on the general subject 
of personal hygiene utilizing information furnished by the Surgeon General have 
been produced in Hollywood by the Research Council of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences and accepted by the War Department. Among other things 
the films show the proper care of the teeth, feet, hands, scalp and other parts of the 
body and demonstrate methods of guarding against infection when exposed to con- 
tagious diseases. They will be shown to all officers and enlisted men with a view to 
promoting and maintaining the health of the Army. 

Lt. Col. Virgil H. Barnard, MC, has been named commanding oflicer of the new 
Medical Laboratory to be built at San Juan, P. R., to serve the Puerto Rican Depart 
ment. The new laboratory will operate in conjunction with the San Juan base hos- 
pital and will be located near the School of Tropical Medicine of Columbia Uni- 
versity on the outskirts of the city. Plans are now being drawn for the structure 
and it is expected that the new laboratory will be in operation by July. The labora- 
tory will function in the same way as Corps Areas laboratories and will conduct 
investigations of epidemics and diseases and do epidemeological work and chemical 
tests. The staff will be about equivalent to the general staff of a Corps Area labora- 
tory. 


Air Corps—Plans for the creation of the 99th Pursuit Squadron—the first Negro 
unit of the U. S. Army Air Corps, were announced by the War Department last week. 
The unit will be comprised of about 33 flyers and 276 maintenance and ground re 
cruits. Negroes from all parts of the nation will be enlisted for the ground service, 
while applications for the flying cadets will be obtained through regular channels. 

The 276 men to be enlisted will be trained as maintenance crews of the squadron. 
Like all other men recruited for the Air Corps, these recruits must have at least a 
high school education. They must also pass the Air Corps tests to determine thelr 
suitability for attendance at the Air Corps technical schools. After the men have 
completed a basic training course at Chanute Field, Ill., on or about 1 Oct. of this 
year, they will be transferred to Tuskegee, Ala., where the 99th Pursuit Squadron 
will be formed. There the flying phase of the training will begin at a flying cadet 
school to be established at Tuskegee Institute. 

Prospective recruits for the ground service will be accepted in the order that they 
apply. Enlisting is scheduled to begin early next week. Applications, however, will 
only be taken at recruiting stations at designated air fields. 

The distribution of the quotas follows: Mitchel Field, N. Y., 40; Bolling Field, 
D. C., 40; Maxwell Field, Ala., 60; Patterson Field, Ohio, 30; Chanute Field, IL. 50; 
March Field, Calif., 26; and San Angelo, Tex., 30. 
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ermaster Corps—A new type of heavy duty wrecking equipment has been 
developed by the Quartermaster Corps to provide better facilities for salvaging 
wrecked vehicles. An important feature of the wrecker is the utilization of two 
poms each capable of lifting five tons which will permit the salvaging of heavy 
trucks Which are well off the road and beyond the reach of the usual equipment. 
The two booms can be joined together for especially heavy wrecking jobs. The wreck- 
ing equipment is mounted on a 4-ton truck. Procurement orders for 500 wreckers 
and trucks have been issued and they will be supplied to Quartermaster motor ve- 
hice maintenance units of the Army. 

Several more prominent consultants and specialists in design and engineering 
have been added to the staff of the Construction Division, Office of the Quartermaster 
General, which is in charge of the program for troop-housing, powder factories, 
ordnance plants and miscellaneous facilities. Those appointed are: Warren H. 
McBryde, San Francisco, Calif., Ernest B. Black, Kansas City, Mo., Samuel A. 
Greeley, Chicago, Ill., Richmond H. Shreve, New York City, and A. D. Taylor, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, all of whom are joining the Engineering Branch. 

Alonzo J. Hammond, Chicago, Ill, has been appointed a member of the construc 
tion advisory committee of the Quartermaster Corps which passed upon the qualifi- 
cations of contractors applying for work under the Construction Division. Mr. Ham- 
mond will be the fourth civilian member of the committee. The Army is represented 
by the fifth member, Brig. Gen. George R. Spalding, USA-Ret. 

Thirty offices for centralized purchasing of fresh fruit and vegetables have been 
established and will work through a central office located in Chicago. Civilian pro 
duce marketing specialists have been selected for fifteen of the oflices and names 
for the other offices will be announced in the near future. John A. Martin, Chief of 
the Perishable Foods Section of the Subsistence and Supply Branch, Division of 
Purchases, OPM, is assisting the Quartermaster Corps in setting up the procure- 
ment program. The market centers will be operated under the direction of the 
Quartermaster General and will be in charge of Army officers. 

Col. Theodore H. Dillon, Engr.-Res., who has been appointed Chief of the Trans 
portation Division, was officially welcomed to his new assignment this week by 
Brig. Gen. Frank IF. Scowden, Deputy Quartermaster General. General Scowden said 
Colonel Dillon would be especially valuable to the department because of his long 
experience and his exceptional knowledge of the Caribbean Sea area. Colonel Dillon 
isa graduate of West Point, was promoted to Colonel in 1918, and was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal for exceptionally meritorious and distinguished service 
as Deputy Chief Engineer of the First Army. Since resigning his commission in 1910 
he has been Professor of Electrical Engineering at Massachusetts Institute of Tech 
nology and Utility Management at Harvard University, and has been associated with 
the Carnegie Institute, and the United Fruit Company. Since his resignation from 
the Army in 1919 he has retained a commission as colonel in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 

The allowance for shoes for each soldier will be increased from two to three 
pairs for each man effective 1 July 1941. When current stocks of garrison shoes are 
exhausted only service shoes will be issued on allowances. The service shoes are 
heavier and more durable for maneuvers and field service. Consideration also is being 
given to an increased initial issue of summer clothing effective the same date. In- 
cluded in the tentative increase are 4 cotton breeches or trousers; 1 cotton field hat; 
4 cotton shirts; 3 cotton work suits; 6 cotton socks; 6 cotton drawers, and 6 cotton 
undershirts. However, organization commanders have been instructed not to place 
requisitions for the increase until specifically authorized by the War Department. 

Orders have been placed with 21 clothing manufacturers to make 920,000 over- 
coats which will fill next winter’s requirements under the present expansion. program. 
Cloth will be secured from stocks already purchased by the Quartermaster Corps 
and approximately 34% yards of 32-ounce Melton cloth will be used in each coat. 
The coats are to be delivered by September, 1941. Contracts were awarded on the 
basis of the lowest bid submitted and total $3,583,274. 





Army Transport Service-—-The War Department has chartered the steamship 
Washington, a liner of 24,000 gross tons, belonging to the United States Lines, and 
plans to put the vessel into operation immediately as an auxiliary transport in the 
U. 8. Army Transport Service. The scheduled sailing of this ship from New York 
to the West Coast on 28 March 1941, has been cancelled. 


Corps of Engineers—-One company of the 11th Engineers has been detached from 
Panama Department control and assigned to the Panama Mobile Force for the period 
of the coming maneuver in the Canal Zone, to funcion as combat engineers with the 
Mobile Force. The hard working Eleventh, well known to everyone on the Isthmus 
for their construction and maintenance work, will again take up their mission as 
combat engineers and function as an integral portion of the combat forces. ‘They 
will facilitate the emergency repair of roads, the preparation of stream crossings 
for mechanized vehicles, and supervise the construction and defense of obstacles 
and land mine fields. 

The Washintgon Post, Society of American Military Engineers, will hold its 
March luncheon at the Army and Navy Club, at 12:30 P.M., Monday, 31 March 1941. 
Mr. Thomas H. MacDonald, Commissioner, Public Roads Administration, will be 
guest of honor and will speak on “Highways for the National Defense.” 

In order that adequate provision may be made for the large number who will 
desire to attend this meeting, the Secretary-Treasurer Maj.

Field Artillery—The following group of officers who will be placed on duty with the 
Staff and Faculty Field Artillery School, will be charged with the revision of all 
fleld artillery literature: Col. E. R. Van Deusen, FA, who will report to Ft. Sill from 
the Hawaiian Department in August 1941; Col. L. R. Cole FA, at present Director 
of the Motor Transport Department, Field Artillery School ; and Maj. T. M. Watling- 
ton, jr., who is being ordered from 17th FA at Ft. Bragg. 


National Guard—Plans for the allotment to the several states of enlisted personnel of 
the National Guard based on a suggested strength of 250,000 men are being com- 
Dleted by the National Guard Bureau. The tentative plan calls for the return of the 
National Guard at substantially the same alloted strength as existed when they were 
inducted into Federal service.

Reserve Midshipmen School—Secretary of the Navy Knox announced last week that 
approximately 1,800 Naval Reserve Midshipmen have been graduated from the Class 
V-7, Naval Reserve Schools, and estimated that a total of 4,600 students will be 
graduated and commissioned Ensigns, USNR, under the present program, The 
schools are being held at the United States Naval Academy, Northwestern University 
and on board the USS Prairie State. 

Other results of the program to date show that some 6,600 young men participated 
in a one-month’s cruise and some 5,600 candidates have qualified and have or will 
enter the three-months’ training course. 

Funds have been requested for continuance of this form of training during the 
fiscal year 1941-42 with certain modifications, the principal ones being that the 
applicant must be more than 20 years of age and not have reached his 28th birthday. 
He must possess a Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science or Engineering Degree from 
an accredited university or college, and he must have successfully completed a course 
in Plane Trigonometry. 

Provided funds are appropriated, it is planned to start the classes some time 
in September at Northwestern University, Chicago, and on board the USS Prairie 
State, New York City. The courses may or may not be preceded by a month's cruise ; 
however, if no cruise is made, the courses will be of four months’ duration, the first 
month being devoted to indoctrination and elimination. Enlistments for this training 
will probably not be made until 1 May. 


Secretary of War’s Aide—Appointment of a successor to Lt. Col. Eugene A, Regnier, 
Cay., USA, who has been relieved as aide to Secretary of War Stimson has been 
deferred by Mr. Stimson, who declared this week that it would be “pretty hard to 
find as good a successor.” At the same time Secretary Stimson stated that he hoped 
he would find such an aide to replace Colonel Regnier. In some quarters the belief 
was expressed this week that Colonel Regnier’s orders to the Ist Cavalry Division at 
Ft. Bliss, Tex., presage his appointment as a temporary brigadier general, There 
is now a general officer vacancy in the division, due to elevation of Brig. Gen. Innis 
. Swift, 2nd Brigade commander, to command of the division, General Swift suc 
ceeds Maj. Gen. Robert C. Richardson, jr., director of the new War Depart- 
ment Bureau of Public Relations, who went to Ft. Bliss this week to relinquish 
formally command of the division. 

Two other vacancies exist close to Secretary Stimson. One is the post of Assist- 
ant Secretary of War for Air which has been vacant for some years, but which it 
has been thought would now be filled due to the vastness of the airplane procure- 
ment program. The other post is that of Assistant Secretary of War, Judge Robert 
P. Patterson originally filled this post, but after an act creating the post of Under 
Secretary was passed at the War Department's insistence, Judge Patterson became 
Under Secretary—net effect of the law to date being merely to change Judge Patter- 
son’s title. 


Panama Canal Artillery—Word comes from the Canal Zone that the Headquarters 
of the Panama Coast Artillery, under authority of the War Department, has can- 
celled return to the United States upon expiration of tour of foreign service of all 
enlisted men grades four to seven, unless such men are due for discharge upon ex- 
piration of term of service upon arrival in the United States. It was also announced 
that applications of enlisted men of the grades one to four, inclusive, who have 
completed five years’ service in the Panama Canal Department and whose services 
are deemed essential, will receive favorable consideration for a one year extension 
of duty at that department, providing their record of service has been satisfactory. 
The curtailment of returns to the United States for men of the enlisted grades four 
to seven was, under the orders issued on 5 March, deemed effective “until further 
notice.”

Efficiency Reports 

Pending revision of AR 600-185 the 
following instructions governing the 
channels for efficiency reports have been 
announced for the guidance of all con- 
cerned. 

“Efficiency reports for oflicers assigned 
or attached to units of the field forces 
will be processed as follows: 

“a, Reports on officers of the grade of 
colonel and above will be forwarded to 
The Adjutant General through com- 
mand channels. 

“hb, Reports on officers below the grade 
ef colonel will be forwarded through 
emmand channels to the regimental, 
group or separate unit commander and 
by him to The Adjutant General unless 
he is the reporting officer. In the latter 
case the report will be forwarded to the 
next higher commander who will for- 
ward the report to The Adjutant General. 

“Efficiency reports on officers, other 
than those on duty with the field force, 
will be forwarded and processed as pre- 
scribed in AR 600-185. 

“The efficiency report of a commander 
of a field force unit who serves also as 
the commander of a post, camp, or sta- 
tion, and who is junior to the corps area 
commander, will be forwarded by the 
field force commander who initiates the 
report, through the corps area com- 
mander, Thereafter, each such efficiency 
report will be forwarded as prescribed in 
paragraph 2 above. In the case where the 
station commander is senior to the corps 
area commander, the efficiency report 
will not be forwarded through the corps 
area commander.”

tet 
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A Survey Of Our Cavalry

URING the year 1940, we have been 
able to establish a sound basis for 
the future expansion of our Cavalry. 
We have been able to secure as a first 
step in our organizational set-up a sound 
cavalry regiment. The nine-troop regi- 
ment as now organized is believed to be 
about the right size and possessed of the 
arms and equipment essential to speed 
and power. We have succeeded in add- 
ing to our brigade the needed antitank 
weapons and 81-mm mortars both of 
which may be at any time attached to 
regiments. We have strengthened our 
division by the addition of a similar 
echelon of antitank weapons, by strength- 
ening our mechanized reconnaissance 
squadron and by adding 105-mm motor- 
ized artillery. We have succeeded in 
placing in the quartermaster squadron 
of the division two troops which are 
capable of transporting, porteé, approxi- 
mately a rifle squadron. It is possible to 
develop this to the point where an en- 
tire division of cavalry may be trans- 
ported by trucks. Effort is being made 
to secure the approval of equipping some 
of the truck regiments in the higher 
echelons of Army, or GHQ, with tractor- 
trailers which will serve the double pur- 
pose of hauling supplies over good motor 
roads and also be available for trans- 
porting all or any part of the cavalry 
division, This is an entirely feasible 
project and will greatly enlarge the stra- 
tegic mobility of our division. It is be- 
lieved that the new cavalry division is 
the most versatile and powerful unit of 
its type which exists ; with approximately 
4,600 semi-automatic pistols, 1,342 rifles, 
273 light machine guns, 356 heavy ma- 
chine guns, 265 caliber .50 machine guns, 
sixty-seven 37-mm antitank guns, and 
twenty-eight Sl-mm mortars. It is a self- 
contained unit of great fire power and 
battlefield maneuverability. 


Cavalry Divisions 

The 1st Cavalry Division is now as- 
sembled at Ft, Bliss, Texas. This con- 
centration will permit the training of the 
lst Cavalry Division in a progressive 
manner never before possible. The addi- 
tion of approximately 50,000 acres of 
territory in that vicinity will be of un- 
told value. A second project for the ac- 
quisition of 600,000 additional acres has 
been approved by the Land Board of the 
War Department but has not yet re- 
ceived the approval of the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

The concentration of the 2d Cavalry 
Division in the near future is already 
provided for and we may well look for- 
ward to the eventual probability of a 
cavalry corps. 

We also have one brigade of Texas 
National Guard now in training in Texas. 
We have every reason to believe that 
this brigade, under its present leadership, 
will develop into a very fine cavalry unit 
worthy of our best traditions. 

We have succeeded in setting up two 
experimental corps cavalry regiments, 
the 6th Cavalry and the 4th Cavalry. Al- 
though the employment of these units 
has not been fully exploited, it has al- 
ready been proved at various maneuvers 
that they are sound organizations, well 
designed for their task. Much is yet to 
be done along these lines, because there 
is a wide field for the employment of 
the horse and mechanized units in vary- 
ing proportions and in various teams, de- 
pending in each case upon the precise 
situation as regards the terrain and the 
enemy forces. There are seven of these 
regiments now constituted from National 
Guard units. 


Corps Regiments 

In this connection, it may be stated 
that when we devised the Corps Cavalry 
Regiment it was intended that this 
should be large enough not only to pro- 
vide complete reconnaissance for a corps 
but to be so flexibly organized that it 
would be susceptible of detaching recon- 
naissance teams for use with detached 
divisions. It is believed that this would 
render unnecessary a specific reconnais- 
sance unit as an organic part of an 
infantry division. In planning the Corps 
Cavalry Regiment, we were restricted by 





the limitation that it should be a small 
regiment and that no large regiment 
would be approved. It therefore became 
necessary to organize a regiment smaller 
than was intended. This being the case, 
it became evident that separate addi- 
tional reconnaissance units were needed 
for the infantry divisions. Thus there 
has been setup for each Regular triangu- 
lar division one Cavalry Divisional Re- 
connaissance Troop. This troop, at 
present, consists of scout cars and motor- 
cycles. From the beginning we have 
recommended that this should be in- 
creased by the addition of one horse 
troop, porteé, because of the fact that 
although motorized vehicles are useful 
for reconnaissance, particularly on roads, 
they of themselves cannot make a com- 
plete reconnaissance over all types of 
country. They must be augmented either 
by men on foot, or men on horses and 
men on horses can do this with much 
greater effectiveness and rapidity. Thus 
a small squadron, part horse and part 
mechanized, is regarded as more effective 
than the present organization. 

It is of interest to note the status of 
the cavalry as of December, 1940. This 
is best indicated by the following figures:

From the foregoing, it may be seen 
that our cavalry is in a strong and healthy 
condition and is all set to go forward. 

Cavalry’s Role 

Perhaps the most difficult task con- 
fronting the cavalry is to dispel from the 
public mind the current misconception 
as to what modern cavalry really is and 
as to how it fights. Strange as it may 
seem, very few people are well informed. 
They do not know the facts. They do 
not understand that modern cavalry 
fights almost always on foot: that the 
horse furnishes a means of transporting 
fighting men and machine guns in pack 
over all manner of terrain where no 
motors can go and in much less time than 
men can move on foot. That it furnishes 
a means of speedily shifting effective 
fire power in many tactical situations 
better than any other arm, 

There is also a danger of drawing 
wrong conclusions in analyzing the recent 
military operations in Europe and Africa 
(the so-called blitzkriegs). A close study 
reveals that these operations were ex- 
tremely one-sided due to overwhelming 
strength of the victor. That the armored 
forces operated almost exclusively over 
splendid road nets and favorable ter- 
rain in good weather. It is apparent that, 
in future conflicts of greater equality of 
forces in campaigns of extensive move- 
ment over all types of terrain, the horse 
cavalry will play an important role. In 
conjunction with fast light armored 
forces, augmented by air bombardment 
and supplied in part by air transport, or 
living off the country, there is wide oppor- 
tunity for employment of modern cavalry 
over all types of terrain and independent 
of highways. 

We aspire to the formation of such a 
cavalry corps under GHQ control and, 
trained over wide areas in time of peace, 
to execute swift far-reaching movements 
over all kinds of country. We desire a 
chance to exercise our imagination to 
prepare our modern cavalry for the next 
war, not the last one.

Field Artillery in the Present 
Emergency

N the current augmentation and ex- 
pansion of the Field Artillery, the 
most difficult and trying problems in- 


volved are those that have to be solved 
by the supply services, particularly the 
Ordnance Department, the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department ,and the Signal Corps. 
Parenthetically, it may be said that under 
the handicaps imposed, these services 
deserve commendable praise for the out- 
standing work they are accomplishing in 
the task of providing essential equipment 
for our greatly expanded Field Artillery. 
Their cooperative spirit and effort leave 
nothing to be desired. 

Usually, at a time like the present, 
there appears a self-appointed military 
critic to stir up a sensation by charging 
that the Army and its high command have 
been asleep since the last war, thus per- 
mitting the Army to drift into indolence 
and decay. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. We are not more ready 
for combat today because, as a democracy- 
our people through their representatives 
in Congress are always more concerned 
with paying for our last war than they 
are in giving to our Army and Navy the 
huge sums necessary to prepare them for 
our next one. 

Work of the Calibre Board 

Immediately following the last war, the 
Field Artillery initiated exhaustive and 
thorough study of Field Artillery weapons 
by the Westervelt Board, and as a result 
of the report of that Board adopted a 
development program that involved nine 
major calibers of Field Artillery cannon. 
Had our heritage of World War weapons 
been taken from us as was Germany’s, 
and had the Field Artillery been given 
the money to develop and manufacture 
the cannon proposed by the Westervelt 
Board, Germany would not be ahead of 
us today in modern field guns. 

During the past twenty-one years the 
restricted amounts of money made avail- 
able by Congress enabled us to develop 
five of these nine weapons, but did not 
permit us to manufacture more than an 
insignificant number of them. Today all 
five of these developed weapons are under 
manufacture in appreciable quantities. 
Furthermore, the remaining four cali- 
bers, as recommended by the Westervelt 
Board, are under an expedited develop- 
ment program with the prospect of early 
standardization and manufacture, 

Though serious shortages in equipment 
and weapons do exist, these are not so 
great as to prevent reasonably effective 
training. Indeed, it seems probable that 
a greater handicap to training has been 
the withdrawal of officers and men from 
existing units in order to organize and 
activate a very considerable number of 
new and additional ones. 

Replacement Centers 
This handicap of constant turnover in 





commissioned and enlisted personnel wij) 
progressively be relieved as Replacement 
Centers get under way and are able to 
concentrate the energy and initiative o¢ 
selected and qualified personnel on the 
basic training of all recruits. In this 
fundamental training it is safe to Say 
that the very highest standards will be 
achieved and maintained. The value of 
this concentrated, specialized, efficient 
and morale-building basic training was 
adequately proven in the last war, ang 
is being proven by Britain in this one 
Such training means that our units wij 
be relieved of their constant and never. 
ending recruit training, thereby enabling 
them to concentrate on team training ang 
on the perfecting of their higher tactieg) 
functions. 

A resource and advantage worthy of 
high praise is the group of young officers 
given us by the ROTC. Immediately 
ready for further training, they are the 
exact counterpart in education, intellj. 
gence, and enthusiasm of the young mep 
that we had to select and put through 
the training camps after the emergency 
of the last war was upon us. Incidentally, 
it is inspiring to note that the training 
camp officers of the last war are by 
droves eager to get into harness again, 
It is hard, however, to impress upon them 
the fact that evidence coming from Eng. 
land and Germany today is conclusive 
that they should give way to the concep. 
tration of our efforts on the training of 
young officers, such as they were twenty- 
four years ago. ' 

Field Artillerymen who have had ex. 
perience with ten-horse teams pulling 
medium guns are very clear in their minds 
as to the value of teamwork, and all 
Field Artillerymen realize that as the 
loud gets heavier and the team gets 
larger, teamwork becomes increasingly 
important and critical. The problems of 
today must be considered by the Army 
as desperately serious. They demand the 
teamwork, the devoted work, the enthusi- 
astic work that has always character. 
ized the United Sttaes Army. The Field 
Artillery as a part of the team can be 
depended upon to work with the team 
and to maintain its traditional pride in 
the effort to “keep ’em rolling.” 


Notification to Officers 

The War Department is calling to the 
attention of presidents of Boards of Of- 
ficers convened to investigate adverse re- 
ports on Reserve Officers the fact that 
the officers concerned must be given cer- 
tain information. Boards convened to in- 
vestigate reports of misconduct, inefli- 
ciency, or other unfitness of Reserve Of- 
ficers should comply with provisions of 
AR 420-5, particularly to paragraph 5a, 
the War Department states. 

Paragraph 5a states that the recorder 
of junior member of the board will “at 
a reasonable time in advance of the con- 
vening of the board,” deliver or dispatch 
a written communication to the officer 
concerned stating the time and place of 
the meeting of the board, specific allega- 
tions or questions to be investigated, 
names of witnesses to be called, and ex- 
plain that the recorder will endeavor to 
arrange for the presence of any available 
additional witness desired, upon timely 
written request from the officer col 
cerned.

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The War Situation 


“Pleet Air Arm and Pompoons Beat 
Off Nazis,” is the head line of a story 
from the Associated Press staff writer 
aboard the Aircraft Carrier Formidable 
with the British Mediterranean Fleet, 
dated March 26th, This writer says that 
the daily flying orders for the fleet air 
arm carry this notation: 

“Gunnery—From dawn onwards, as ar- 
ranged by Hitler and Mussolini, an un- 
limited number of high speed targets are 
available at short notice.” 

The Formidable is a sister ship of the 
23,000 ton aircraft carrier Illustrious, 
which was the main target of a surprise 
attack by German Stukas on 10 January. 
The Illustrious was a part of the escort 
of an Eastbound convoy and was severely 
damaged. She proceeded under her own 
power to the nearest British base where 
she was repeatedly attacked by the 
German, Stukas which were operating 
from the Italian air bases in Sicily. How- 
ever, the Illustrious was able in a few 
days to leave for another British base 
under her own power. 

The recent promotion of Captain Boyd 
of the Illustrious to the ranx of rear 
admiral and his assignment to the com- 
mand of an aircraft carrier squadron em- 
phasizes the fact that his conduct during 
the air and sea battle.of 10 January 
merited and has received the commenda- 
tion of the British Admiralty. Captain 
Boyd’s experience will prove invaluable 
in command of an aircraft carrier squad- 
ron either in combating the air and sub- 
marine menace in the Battle of the At- 
lantic or in protecting the British lines 
of communications in the Mediterranean. 
The establishment of a British front in 
Greece, facing the oncoming hordes of 
Nazis, shows the confidence of Churchill 
in the ability of British sea power to 
maintain the Mediterranean lines of com- 
munications, notwithstanding that these 
lines pass within easy bombing range of 
Nazi air bases in North Africa, Italy, 
Sicily, Bulgaria and the Dodecanese Is- 
lands. 

There is no longer any doubt that the 
aircraft carrier which is a new factor 
in sea warfare is an important, if not 
vital, element of the British sea power 
in the Mediterranean. If, and when, suf- 
ficient members of them become avail- 
able to the British, they will be found to 
be an indispensable reenforcement of 
those units of British sea power which 
are attempting to protect British ship- 
ping in the Atlantic against surface and 
submarine raiders. 

An aireraft carrier is a portable or 
mobile air base, Their utility in sea war- 
fare has been amply proven during the 
present warfare, In these days of reputed 
thousands of aircraft operating from land 
bases, the complement of aircraft of a 
ecarrier—70, more or less—may seem 
small but it looms large and decisive 
when the only enemy aircraft within 
range are long range bombers which are 
unable to protect themselves from the 
fighter squadrons of the carriers. 

At the outbreak of hostilities in 1989, 
the British had built seven aircraft car- 


riers, France one, Germany none and 
Italy none. All except Italy had others 
building. 


The relatively narrow runways, that is, 
the flight decks of aircraft carriers, and 
their rolling and pitching incidental to 
sea conditions put limitations on the mili- 
tary characteristics of aircraft designed 
for use at sea. Type for type these may 
well be inferior to aircraft designed and 
built solely for operations from shore 
bases. Nevertheless the press reports 
from the Mediterranean theatre, indicate 
that the British Fleet Air Arm are not 
daunted in the least by the alleged su- 
periority of Nazi aircraft which now have 
full use of Italian aircraft facilities 
which do not include aircraft carriers, 

Brassey’s Naval Annual of 1939 says 
that the Italian policy of not building 
aircraft carriers was based on the belief 
that the speed and range of modern air- 
craft, and the limited carrying capacity 
of carriers, render the latter of little 
value for work in the waters in which she 
is interested. Carriers, it was stated by 
the Italians, are expensive and require 
escorts. One of them could carry 20 
bombers and 20 scouting aircraft, but 
Italy could assemble a much greater force 
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HE Coast Guard Cutters Chelan,

The Washington, D. C. Unit of the 
League of Coast Guard Women recently 
met at the home of Mrs. L. T. Chalker to 
hear Admiral Russell R. Waesche’s plan 
for enlarging the scope of relief work. 
The increased size of the Coast Guard 
has made it necessary to have more funds 
to carry on the work and under the Com- 
mandant’s plan the present League would 
merge with a new organization to include 
in its membership every man and woman 
in the Coast Guard. 

The plan calls for recalling an officer 
from the retired lists to administer the 
activities of the League in conjunction 
with members of the Board of Control; 
appointing welfare officers on all ships 
and stations to cooperate with the League ; 
increasing annual revenues to at least 
$15,000 a year, and incorporating the new 
organization under a more descriptive 
name such as “The Coast Guard Relief.” 
The plan was unanimously approved by 
the Washington Unit. 

Red Cross work for February was re- 
ported to include 97 hours for surgical 
dressings; 29 for sewing, and the com- 
pletion of several sweaters, afghans and 
mittens from the home workers. Mrs. W. 
H. Shea and Mrs. Chalker are doing Gray 
Lady work and Mrs. P. F. Roach is work- 
ing with the British Relief. 

The Portsmouth, N. H. Unit also is 
active, with flowers and fruit for the 
sick,and shut-ins, and a donation to Bun- 
dies for Britain, Ine.

from her land bases in a short time. 

It is true that carriers require escorts 
but that is also true of battleships. Anti- 
submarine vessels are required to com- 
bat the submarine menace and aircraft 
the threat from the air. Also, battleships 
are expensive. But aircraft carriers are 
no more vulnerable than the British 
transports loaded with troops and sup- 
plies which are now assembling on the 
Nazi rear in the Balkans. 

An aireraft carrier like any other man 
of war is a compromise. Her primary 
job is to carry aircraft and necessarily 
her other military characteristics must 
be sacrificed as compared with other 
types of men of war. For instance, her 
armament is kept to a minimum but an 
effort is made to enable her to protect 
herself under probable operating condi- 
tions. An escort of heavy cruisers, even 
battleships, would be useless if they lost 
contact with the carrier during a fog 
and permitted a superior enemy force to 
close the carrier during a temporary lift- 





ing of the fog. Stories are told that such 
incidents have happened during Fleet ex- 
ercises. Under such weather conditions, 
a carrier’s own aircraft are more or less 
helpless in affording protection to the 
carrier. 

In evaluating the use of aireraft car- 
riers in the present Mediterranean 
theatre, the ability of aircraft from car- 
riers to land and take off from land air 
fields should not be overlooked and may 
become a factor on the Balkan front. In 
the Battle of Atlantic, formerly referred 
to as the Battle of Britain, the British 
have held the North Sea front against 
the Nazis by the use of their sea and air 
power. In the North African campaign, 
they used their sea, air and land power 
against the Italians. If and when a Bal- 
kan front is established, Britain will be 
able to bring her land, sea and air power 
into the battle against the land and air 
power of the European members of the 
Axis, the sea power having been prac- 
tically neutralized. In this battle, the 





aircraft carrier, as a portable air page 
may play a far more important part tha, 
generally supposed. 

It may likewise play an important part 
in the protection of convoys Passing 
through the combat zone of the Battle of 
the Atlantic, which according to latest 
reports, extends from the ports of entry 
of the British Isles to within 1500 mie 
of New York.

Charlestown Powder Plant nearing eop. 
pletion, and the expansion of the 
Armored Force and Fort Knox, Ky,, jj 
in the Louisville-Jeffersonville defense 
area, yet a most amazing activity, whic) 
has passed almost unnoticed, is that 
found at the great, sprawling and ¢. 
panding Jeffersonville Quartermaster Jp. 
pot; amazing, because so much is being 
done so smoothly as to be almost unob. 
served by a visitor. The Jeffersonville De. 
pot covers one and one-quarter miles jp 
extent in a field of 224 acres. Sixteen new 
warehouses are nearing completion, to. 
gether with railways, highways, power 
lines, power plant and sewage disposal 
lines. 

The Jeffersonville Depot is not only 
the largest General Supply Depot of the 
QM Corps, but it is also the QM research 
and development plant for equipment, the 
facilities thereof now being utilized to 
the fullest to assist the commercial world 
in the production of tents, saddlery, 
stoves, and a multitude of other items 
In fact, were it not for these facilities, 
commercial productions would have been, 
and now would be, slowed. Take the item 
of tents alone and visualize for a moment 
production management; there are 2 
mills producing 43 million yards of duck 
and twill for 54 contractors engaged in 
producing 234,000 tents. A total of 508 
contractors with an average of three con 
tracts each are working on other items 
for the Depot. 

The Jeffersonville Depot supplies to the 
entire Army saddlery and harness; all 
types of stoves, including mess and cook- 
ing equipment ; field mess kits; and cap 
vas and webbing equipment, including 
cartridge belts. And here was developed 
the new gasoline-burning field range that 
will make it possible for the Armored 
Force to “cook-on-the-run,” as the Ger 
man “speed troops” did in France. This 
stove was adopted in 1937. 

Plans are now being made to assign 
to the Jeffersonville Quartermaster De 
pot the wholesale distribution of motor 
transport tools for the entire Army. 

The Army and the Quartermaster 
Corps are fortunate in having Col. George 
Luberoff at the helm, for efficiency 
springs from experience. Colonel Luber- 
off was Quartermaster of the First Army 
in France, for which he won the Distin- 
guished Service Medal.

{ is appropriate that the expansion 
which the Coast Artillery, along with 
the other arms and services, has experi- 
enced since Army Day, 1940, be summar- 
ied at this time. Our mission of defense 
against attack from the sea or air re- 
mains unchanged, but our means to im 
plement this defense have been greatly 
igcreased during the past year. 





Organization 
There are now under training in the 
ntinental United States, Alaska, and in 
werseas departments, 43 Antiaircraft 
Artillery regiments, 34 Harbor Defense 
regiments, 7-155-mm regiments and 2 
Railway Artillery regiments. In addition 
to these regiments there are 9 Separate 
Antiaircraft Battalions. Most of these 
regiments and battalions are grouped in 
larger command echelons for tactical con- 
trol and training. This represents a large 
«pansion in Coast Artillery strength 
and activities. 
Weapons 

Antiaircraft guns and = automatic 
weapons, With the necessary searchlights 
and range finding equipment, are being 
woduced in ever increasing numbers and 
we now reaching the units which will use 
them, as faust as production facilities per- 
nit, Seacoast guns and accessory equip- 
ment, together with materiel required 
for controlled submarine mine fields, are 
al manned with the augmented harbor 
defense garrisons now available. Rail- 
way and 155-mm armament is ready to 
supplement the fixed artillery. 


Training 
Specialized training for officers and 
elisted men has been greatly acceler- 
ited in the expanded facilities of the 
(oast Artillery School at Ft. Monroe, 
Va, There, in one department alone,

HE Fourth Army, facing the Pacific, 

includes units stationed in an area 
which extends from the westernmost ex- 
tremity of Alaska to the Mexican Border, 
and which has a depth in continental 
United States of more than one thou- 
sand miles, from the Presidio of San 
Francisco, Calif., to Ft. Francis E. War- 
ren, Wyo. 


Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood was as- 
signed as the first commander of the 


Fourth Army, with his headquarters at 
Omaha, Nebraska, in August, 1932. When 
Maj. Gen. Malin Craig assumed com- 
mand on 3 Oct, 1933, Fourth Army head- 
quarters was moved to the Presidio of 
San Francisco, where it has remained 
coutinuously since. The Fourth Army has 
since been successively under command 
of Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone, 9 March 
1935 to 30 April 1936; Maj. Gen. George 8. 
Simonds, & March 1988 to 30 Nov. 1939. 
Lieutenant General John L. DeWitt, its 
present commander assumed command 
on 5 Dee. 1939. 
Original Organization 

Prior to the fall of 1940, the Command- 
ing Generals of the Fourth Army, being 
also assigned as Corps Area Commanders, 
were concerned primarily with the re- 
sponsibilities connected with their Corps 
Areas. The staff of the Fourth Army, 
consisting only of one or two officers, was 
engaged almost exclusively with plan- 
ning projects. 

Commencing in April, 1940, spurred by 
the growing conflagration in Europe and 
Asia, the staff of the Fourth Army be- 
gan to expand. The activities of the 
Army became more numerous and com- 


plex, and the responsibilities of the 
Fourth Army commander were cor- 
respondingly increased. During — this 


period, the General Staff sections were 
represented by one officer each. Fune- 
tions of the Special Staff were per- 
formed by appropriate officers assigned 
to Headquarters Ninth Corps Area, 

On 9 Nov. 1940, Lieutenant General 
John L. DeWitt, relinquishing com 
mand of the $th Corps Area, gave his full 
attention to the command of the Fourth 
Army. The General and Special Staff 
sections were augmented by the assign 
ment of additional officers to the point 
where they could function independently 
of the Corps Area Staff. Heads of the 
various Staff sections are at present as 
follows:

Composition 
The Fourth Army now includes the III 
Army Corps, with headquarters at the 
Presidio of Monterey, Calif., the IX Army 





Corps, with headquarters at Ft. Lewis, 
Wash., and appropriate units of Army 
and corps trops. Numerous units of the 
General Headquarters Reserve are at- 
tached for training and administration. 
The Alaskan Defense Command, the 
Ninth Coast Artillery District, and the 
Antiaircraft Training Center at Camp 
Haan, Calif., also come under the control 
of Headquarters Fourth Army. 

Current training projects are going for- 
ward rapidly. Those units which were in 
the Federal Service when the Fourth 
Army became an independent command 
have completed their more elementary 
phases of trainnig, are engaged in tacti- 
cal exercises involving the battalion and 
regiment, and in training and absorbing 
the large numbers of selectees which have 
been assigned, Such units will soon be 
engaged in divisional and larger unit 
training. Newly activated or inducted 
units, such as the 40th Division which 
became a part of the LIT Army Corps early 
in March, are showing progress in more 
elementary training. Stress is being 
placed on exactness of small unit training, 
before progress is permitted to more com- 
prehensive operations, 

Corps and Army maneuvers, to be held 
in June and August, 1941, will be the 
most comprehensive and exacting ever 
held on the Pacific Coast. Problems in- 
volved in concentrating large bodies of 
troops over the huge distances involved 
in this area will tax the professional 
knowledge of all commanders and staffs 
engaged. Combat conditions will be 
simumated as closely as practicable, both 
during the concentration and tactical 
operational phases. The elementary 
ground work laid by insistence on ac- 
curacy in small unit training will re- 
ceive a thorough test as the major units 
of the Fourth Army are concentrated for 
the first time. 





Panama Soldiers Commended 

QJuarry Heights, C. Z.-—-Sgt. George R. 
Yung and Pvt. Ist class James M. Mulli 
gan, of the 33rd Infantry, received the 
personal commendation of Lt. Gen, Daniel 
Van Voorhis, Commanding General of 
the Panama Canal Department, for their 
heroic action in saving the life of Lt. Col, 
Julian Hl. Gist, 33rd Infantry. 

While their Company was making a 
trans-Isthmian march in January, mark- 
ing and improving the trail from Caimito 
to the Rio Clri; the horse ridden by 
Lieutenant Colonel Gist stepped on the 
edge of an overhanging bank of a small 
stream. The bank gave away and caused 
the horse to fall about eight feet into the 
stream-bed, pinning Colonel Gist under 
neath in deep water and mud. The brush 
around the horse was so dense it was im 
possible to immediately determine the 
position of the officer, The horse lay part- 
ly on his side and was wildly kicking and 
thrashing about, Pvt. Ist class Mulligan 
immediately dismounted and grabbed the 
horse’s head while Sergeant Yung strove 
to extricate Colonel Gist with complete 
disregard for their own safety, and in 
immanent danger of being mangled or 


drowned by the wildly kicking horse. 
Through their skillful and determined 


work, they succeeded in sufficiently quiet 
ing the horse and moving him aside so 
that Colonel Gist could be dragged from 
beneath to safety. 

The presence of mind, coolness, and ex- 
emplary bravery of these two soldiers 
were credited with saving the life of 
Colonel Gist and they were cited by the 
Department Commander in the most com- 
mendatory terms.

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Morale Wins Wars

ECORDED history shows that the 
morale of the people and soldiers of 
anation wins wars in the end. Of course, 
they must have food and munitions, but 
gs in the case of the Italian troops in 
Northern Africa for the last three of 
four months, where they had men, muni- 
tions, and equipment equivanlent to or 
stronger than the English, they were con- 
quered without much effort because their 
morale was gone. 

We only succeed when we fall in love 
with our job. The Italian soldiers did not 
like their job. They lost their morale. 
They said what is the use. They said we 
jose all if we continue to fight. We may 
have a chance in some avenue in life if 
we quit fighting. 

No nation can keep up the morale of 
its people and soldiers if that nation’s 


motives are to destroy the rights of 
others. 

Might rules only till right is ready. Our 
colonial forefathers won against the 


French and the English of that day be- 
cause our forefathers were fighting for 
the things that preserve civilization: 
freedom of speech, freedom of press, and 
freedom to worship God according to the 
dictates of our conscience. Napoleon lost 
because his motives were to destroy those 
liberties. Hitler will lose for the same 
reason. 

The morale of the people, the common 
people, the workers, the mothers, the 
soldiers, of the ten or twelve conquered 
nations that Hitler has under his iron 
heel is breaking down. It will continue 
to break, not only as it did in Italy, but in 
Hitler’s other conquered countries. Every 
succeeding day it will take more soldiers 
and more force to rule and guide the 
people in the conquered nations and it 
follows that every day that such force is 
used the morale of the people is weak- 
ened. 

The seven billion dollar plus the four 
billion dollar appropriation by Congress 
this week was the straw that broke the 
camel's back.

Gen. Drum Addresses Group

Agreement on Bases 


The text of the agreement for the use 
and operation of the United States naval 
and air bases on leased areas in the Brit- 
ish possessions of Newfoundland, Ber- 
muda, Jamaica, St. Lucia, Antigua, Trini- 
dad and British Guiana was transmitted 
to Congress this week by the President. 
Excerpts from the agreement setting forth 
the principal features are: 

Rights of United States 

The United States shall have all the rights, 
power and authority within the leased acres 
which are necessary for the establishment, 
use, operation and defence thereof, or appro 
priate for their control, and within the limits 
of territorial waters and air spaces adjacent 
to, or in the vicinity of, the leased areas, 
which are necessary to provide access to and 
defence of the leased areas, or appropriate for 
control thereof. 

The said rights, power and authority shall 
include, inter alia, the right, power and au- 
thority. 

To construct (including dredging and fill 
ing), maintain, operate, use, occupy and con 
trol the said bases. 

To improve and deepen the harbours, chan- 
nels, entrances and anchorages, and generally 
to fit the premises for use as naval and air 
bases. 

To control, so far as may be required for 
the efficient operation of the bases, and within 
the limits of military necessity, anchorage, 
moorings, and movements of ships and water 
borne craft and the anchorage, moorings, 
landings, take-offs, movements and operations 
of aircraft. 

To regulate and control within the leased 
areas all communications within, to and from 
the areas leased. 

To install, maintain, use and operate under 
sea and other defences, defence devices and 
controls, including detecting and other similar 
facilities, 

In the exercises of the above-mentioned 
rights, the United States agrees that the 
powers granted to it outside the leased areas 
will not be used unreasonably or, unless 
required by military necessity, so as to inter- 


fere with the necessary rights of naviga- 
tion, aviation, or communication to or from 
within the territories. 


Speclal Emergency Powers 

When the United States is engaged in war 
or in time of other emergency the Government 
of the United Kingdom agree that the United 
States may exercise in the territories and 
surrounding waters or air spaces all such 
rights, power and authority as may be neces 
sary for conducting any military operations 
deemed desirable by the United States, 

The United States shall be under no obli 
gation to improve the leased areas or any 
part thereof for use as naval or air bases, or 
to exercise any right, power or authority 
granted in respect of the leased areas, or to 
maintain forces therein, or to provide for the 
defense thereof; but if and so long as any 
leased area, or any part thereof, is not used by 
the United States, the Government of the 
United Kingdom or the Government of the 
Territory may take such steps therein as shall 
be agreed with the United States to be desir 


able for the maintenance of public health, 
safety, law and order, and, if necessary, for 
defense, 
Jurisdiction 
The United States shall have the absolute 


right in the first instance to assume and 
exercise jurisdiction in cases where a mem 
ber of the United States forces, a national, 
or a person not a British subject is charged 
with committing an offense of a military na 
ture, either within or without the leased 
areas. The same jurisdictional right shall 
acerue in the case of a British subject charged 
with such an offence within a leased area and 
apprehended therein, and in the case of per 
sons other than British subjects who are 
charged with having committed an offence of 
any other nature within a leased area. 

When the United States exercises jurisdic 
tion and the defendant is a British subject, 
trial will be by a United States court sit 
ting in the leased area, If the United States 
elects not to exercise jurisdiction, the offender 
shall be surrendered to proper local authori 
ties on agreement between the two govern 
ments. Where a British subject is charged 
and is apprehended outside the leased area, he 
shall be tried before the courts of the terri 
tory, but if the offence is not punishable un 
der the law of the territory he shall, on re 
quest, be surrendered to the United States 
authorities. 

Nothing in this agreement shall be 
strued to affect, prejudice or restrict the full 
exercise at all times of jurisdiction and con 
trol by the United States in matters of dis 
cipline and internal administration over mem- 
bers of the United States forces. 

Security Legislation 

The Government of the Territory will take 
such steps as may from time to time be agreed 
to be necessary with a view to the enactment 
of legislation to ensure the adequate security 
and protection of the United States naval 
and air bases, establishments, equipment and

Arrest and Service of Process 

No arrest shall be made and no process, 
civil or criminal, shall be served within any 
leased area except with the permission of the 
commanding officer in charge of the United 
States forces in such leased area; but should 
the commanding officer refuse to grant such 
permission he shall (except in cases where 
the United States authorities elect to assume 
and exercise jurisdiction) forthwith take the 
necessary steps to arrest the person charged 
and surrender him to the appropriate author- 
ity of the territory or to serve such process, 
us the case may be, 


Right of Audience 


In cases in which a member of the United 
States forces shall be a party to civil or erim- 
inal proceedings in any court of the territory 
by reason of some alleged act or omission 
arising out of or in the course of his efit 
cial duty, United States counsel (authorized 
to practise before the courts of the United 
States) shall have the right of audience, pro- 
vided that such counsel is in the service of 
the Government of the United States and ap 
pointed for that purpose either generally or 
specially by the appropriate authority, 


Surrender of Offenders 

Where a person charged with an offence 
which falls to be dealt with by the courts 
of the territory is in a leased area, or a per- 
son charged with an offence to be dealt with 
by courts of the United States is in the terri 
tory but outside the leased areas, such person 
shall be surrendered to the Government of the 
Territory or to the United States authorities, 
as the case may he, 


Public Services 

The United States shall have the right to 
employ and use all utilities, services and facil- 
ities, roads, highways, bridges, viaducts, 
canals and similar channels of transportation 
belonging to, or controlled or regulated by, 
the Government of the Territory or the Gov- 
ernment of the United Kingdom, under condl- 
tions comparable to and no less favourable 
than those applicable from time to time to 
the Government of the United Kingdom, 

The United States shall have the right, after 
appropriate notification has been given to the 
Government of the territory to make topo- 
graphic and hydrographic surveys outside the 
leased areas in any part of the territories and 
waters adjacent thereto, Copies, with title 
and triangulation data, of any surveys s0 
made will be furnished to the Government of 
the territory. 


Shipping and Aviation 

Lights and other aids to navigation of ves- 
sels and aircraft placed or established in the 
leased areas and the territorial waters adja- 
cent thereto or in the vicinity thereof shall 
conform to the system in use in the territory. 

The position, characteristics and any altera- 
tions thereof shall be notified in advance to 
the appropriate authority in the territory. 

United States public vessels operated by the 
War or Navy Deparments, by the Coast Guard 
or by the Coast and Geodetic Survey, bound 
to or departing from a leased area shall not 
on entering or leaving the leased area or the 
territorial waters in the vicinity thereof be 
subject to compulsory plilotage or to light 
or harbour dues in the territory. If a pilot

Customs and Duties 

No import, excise, consumption or other tax, 
duty or impost, shall be charged on material 
and equipment for construction and mainten- 
ance of the bases; goods used for consumption 
aboard United States public vessels; goods 
consigned to the United States for use of in- 
stitutions under government control such as 
Post exchanges, etc.; personal belongings and 
household effects of United States forces and 
employees or contractors and employees, No 
export tax shall be charged on material used 
for construction or maintenance of the bases 
in the event of reshipment from the territory. 

Wireless and Cables 

Except with the consent of the Government 
of the territory, no wireless station shall be 
established or submarine cable landed in a 
leased area otherwise than for military pur- 
poses, 

All questions relating to frequencies, power 
and like matters, used by apparatus designed 
to emit electric radiation, shall be settled 
by mutual arrangement, 


Postal Facilities 

The United States shall have the right to 
establish United States Post Offices in the 
leased areas for the exclusive use of the 
United States forces, and civilian personnel 
(including contractors and their employees) 
who are nationals of the United States and 
employed in connection with the construc- 
tion, maintenance, operation or defence of the 
bases, and the families of such persons, for 
domestic use between United States Post Of- 
fices In leased areas and between such Post 
Offices and other United States Post Offices 
and Post Offices in the Panama Canal Zone 
and the Philippine Islands 

Taxation 

Members of the United States forces and 
employees and their families will not be re- 
quired to pay income tax in the territory ex- 
cept where income is derived from the terri- 
tory, nor required to pay any poll tax or 
similar tax, or tax on ownership of property 
inside a leased area, nor any license tax in 
the territory in respect to work on the bases, 

Consent of the government of the territory 
must be secured before any business shall be 
established in a leased area or engage in the 
habitual practice of any professional service 
except to or for the government of the United 
States, members of the forces and employees. 

United States forces outside the leased areas 
under separate agreement shall be entitled 
to the same rights as forces within the leased 
areas, 

Health Measures 


The United States shall have the right, in 
collaboration with the Government of the 
Territory and, where necessary, with the 
local authority concerned, to exercise, with- 
out other consideration than Just compensa- 
tion to private owners, if any, such powers 
as such Government and local authority and 
the Government of the United Kingdom may 
possess of entering upon any property in 
the vicinity of the leased areas for the pur- 
pose of inspection, and of taking any neces- 
sary measures to improve sanitation and pro- 
tect health. 

The United States may at any time abandon 
any leased area or any part thereof, without 
thereby incurring any obligation, but shall 
give to the Government of the United Kingdom 
as long notice as possible and in any case not 
less than one year, of its intention so to do, 
At the expiration of such netice the area 
abandoned shall revert to the lessor. Abandon- 
ment shall not be deemed to have occurred in 
the absence of such notice, 

The United States may at any time before 
the termination of a lease, or within a reason- 
able time thereafter, take away all or any 
removable improvements placed by or on be- 
half of the United States in the leased area 
or territorial waters 

The United States will not assign or under- 
let or part with the possession of the whole 
or any part of any leased area, or of any 
right, power or authority granted by the 
leases or this agreement, 

Reservations 

All minerals (including oil), and antiqul- 
ties and all rights relating thereto and to 
treasure trove, under, upon, or connected with 
the land and water comprised in the leased 
areas or otherwise used or occupied by the 
United States by virtue of this agreement, are 
reserved to the Government and inhabitants 


ot the territory; but no rights so reserved 
shall be transferred to third parties, or ex- 
ercised within the leased areas, without the 


consent of the United States, 

The United States will permit the exercise 
of fishing privileges within the leased areas 
in so far as may be found compatible with 
military requirements, and in the exercise of 
its rights will use its best endeavors to avoid 
damage to fisheries in the territory. 
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Financial Digest 

The present and prospective demands 
for funds with which to finance the ex- 
pansion of plant and working capital re- 
quired by the defense program are set 
forth in the Survey of Current Business 
just issued by the Department of Com- 
merce, The developments to date have 
centered primarily about reducing the 
risk of investment in plant and facilities 
producing items for which demand would 
be restricted after the emergency. To 
meet this need, the Government is using 
four principal methods for building and 
financing defense facilities: 

1, The Army and Navy constructs 
arsenals, naval bases, ete., and the exten- 
sion of existing Government properties, 
which are financed with Federal funds 
and sre owned and operated by the Fed- 
erul Government. In some cases actual 
operation of the plant may be delegated 
to private industry under a management- 
fee contract. 

2. Corporations desiring plant owner- 
ship at all times may finance the expan- 
sion of plant necessary to fulfill Govern- 
ment contracts through their own re- 
sources, private sources, or through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 
Moreover, such a corporation may avail 
itself of the provision in the new excess- 
profits tax law that permits amortiza- 
tion in 5 years under certain circum- 
stances where the plant is certified by the 
Government as necessary for defense. 

3. Where the fulfillment of a Govern- 
ment contract requires too great a risk 
for private capital to assume alone, or 
where the facilities might have a future 


commercial use to the contractor, con- 
struction may be financed through the 
Emergency Plant Facilities Contract. 


This plan provides that the Government 
reimburse the contractor for the cost of 
the plant in GO equal monthly installments 

the corporation retaining title to the 
plant pending the completion of these 
payments, at which time title passes to 
the Government. The manufacturer may, 
however, purchase the plant from the 
Government at original cost, less depre- 
ciation, or at a price to be agreed upon 
by negotiation. The corporation may 
finance the construction in any manner it 
chooses, including any loans it may be 
able to secure from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. As a means of pro- 
viding security for bank credit used to 
finance this type of contract, a law was 
passed on 9 October, permitting the as- 
signment by individuals or corporations 
to banks or other financing institutions 
of payments due from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, 

4. To provide further capital for facili- 
ties which will bear large risks but which 
may have a future commercial use, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
created the Defense Plant Corporation, 
The latter provides funds to private 
manufacturers, who construct the plants 
themselves; however, the Defense Plant 
Corporation takes title in its own name 
and leases the facilities to manufacturers 
at $1 a year for a fixed term, subject to 
renewal and option to purchase. If at the 
end of the stated period the contractor 
wishes to exercise his option to purchase, 
the price is agreed upon by negotiation 
or is set at the original cost less deprecia- 
tion. 

In letters on 18 November to the Secre- 
taries fo War and Navy, the Federal Loan 
Administrator said: “ * * * It is desir- 
able that banks finance as much of the 
defense program as they can handle 
properly, but where credit is extended 
upon a definite agreement for reimburse- 
ment by the War or Navy Department, 
the interest rate should bear some rela- 
tion to a Government-guaranteed obliga- 
tion * * *.” The Administrator also stated 
that ample funds were still available from 
the 1 billion dollars by which Congress 
had increased the borrowing authority of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and that that organization, either directly, 
or through banks, or the Defense Plant 
Corporation, would arrange or adjust de- 
fense financing for working capital, plant 





expansion, and equipment, at an interest 
rate of: 11% per cent, where either the 
War or Navy Department had definitely 
undertaken to reimburse manufacturers 
over a 5-year period. In the absence of 
such a commitment the rate would not 
exceed 4 per cent. 





Merchant Marine 

The Maritime Commission's long range 
construction for a formidable merchant 
marine is rapidly moving forward with 
deliveries this week of two C-1 cargo ves- 
sels and one ©-3 passenger and cargo ves- 
sel bringing to a total of 74 the number of 
vessels already realized under the pro- 
gram. 

The SS Alcoa Prospector, C-1 cargo 
vessel, was scheduled to be delivered on 
Tuesday, 25 March at the Staten Island 
yard of the Bethlehem Steel Company and 
the SS Alcoa Pioneer, C-1 cargo, to be 
delivered on the same day at the San 
Francisco, Calif., yard of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company. Both vessels will be 
operated by the Alcoa Steamship Com- 
pany from the United States Atlantic and 
Gulf ports to eastern Caribbean ports and 
north coast of South America ports. 

The SS President Garfield, the fourth 
of a series of seven combination passen- 
ger and cargo vessels building for the 
American President Lines was slated for 
delivery on Wednesday, 26 March at the 
yard of the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Company, Newport News, 
Va. The vessel will be used by the Ameri- 
can President Lines for its round-the- 
world service. 

Charter Laid-Up Vessels 

Two more cargo ships of the laid-up 
fleet of the United States Maritime Com- 
mission are going back into active ship- 
ping service as the result of the award 
by the Commission of a bareboat charter 
to the Grace Line, Inc., New York City. 
The vessels are to be operated from 
North Atlantic ports to the west coast of 
South America, and are now being re- 
conditioned for service. 

The ships chartered and the monthly 
charter payments, as announced are: 8S 
West Celina, 8,595 deadweight tons, $16,- 
330; and the SS West Modus, 8,677 dead- 
weight tons, $16,486. The charter period 
extends for one year from delivery date. 

The vessels were offered to enable 
operators to meet demands for movement 
of strategic materials for national defense 
purposes. 

Sell Old Vessel 

The United States Maritime Commis- 
sion this week approved the return of a 
51-year-old floating fish reduction plant 
to the British merchant marine. 

The vessel, the steam screw Lansing, 
built in 1890 at Newcastle, England, has 
recently been owned by the Fishermen’s 
Produce Company, Ine., San Francisco, 
(Malif. Sale of the vessel to the W. R. 
Carpenter Oversea Shipping Ltd., Sydney, 
Australia, with trnasfer to British 
registry and flag was approved. 

California law now prohibits operation 
of floating fish reduction plants and the 
vessel stood idle for two years prior to 
sale. The new owners expect to spend 
more than $200,000 in reconditioning her 
for operation between the United States, 


Canada, Australia, New Guinea and 
Pacific Islands. She will be a trade ves- 
sel, 


The Lansing has a speed of 10 knots, 
deadweight tonnage 7,458; gross tonnage 
4,613 and length of 89.4 feet. 


“Rolling Fourth” on March 

Fort Benning, Ga.—The Rolling Fourth 
Division, only completely motorized di- 
vision inthe US Army, will head south 
for Panama City, Fla., 20 March on a 
tactical motor march—the first to be 
made by the division as a unit.

Home Defense Reserve Opposed 


istablishment of a Home Defense Or- 
ganized Reserve as a part of the Reserve 
component of the Regular Army is op- 
posed by the War Department, it was 
revealed in a report filed by the Depart- 
ment this week on H. R. 3303 and H. R. 
3305 which would provide for the crea- 
tion of such a force. The report declares 
that such legislation not only would be 
expensive but would have the effect of 
dissipating the time and energy of Regu- 
lar Army officers. The report says: 


“The War Department is opposed to the 
enactment of H. R. 3303, a bill which would 
establish as a part of the Reserve component 
of the Regular Army a Home Defense Or- 
ganized Reserve for local home defense, The 
bill is identical with H. R. 10072 which was 
submitted to the War Department under date 
of 14 June 1940, by the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs for report. A report on H, R. 
10072 was submitted by the War Department 
on 30 July 1940. 

“The bill as worded would amend sections 
1 and 5 of the National Defense Act, as 
amended, by providing an additional com- 
ponent of the Army of the United States, 
the use of which would be restricted to home 
defense of districts in which the units would 
be organized. 

“The legal effect of the bill would be the 
establishment of a new component of the 
Army of the United States. 

“An Act of Congress approved 21 Oct. 1940, 
amending section 61 of the National Defense 
Act authorized the states to organize state 
defense forces while any part of the National 
Guard of the state is in active Federal ser- 
vice. In accordance with this Act a great 
majority of the states have either organized 
state guard units or are planning to form 
units as soon as the state legislatures enact 
the necessary laws. 

“The bill is not in accordance with the 
War Department's policy for home defense. 
Knactment would place on the Secretary of 
War duties and responsibilities which are 
incumbent on state and municipal (or local) 
governments. Such additional duties would 
have the effect of dissipating the time and 
energy of Regular Army officers and the 
War Department which time and energy 
should be devoted to increasing the efficiency 
of the Army of the United States now in train- 
ing. 

“The War Department's plan for the pro- 
tection of the civil population from air raids 
and other attacks contemplates that the 
separate states take charge of civilian defense 
measures within their respective boundaries. 
In this connection it has been recommended 
that the governors of the states appoint a 
state director or council to be charged with 
the responsibility of forming and operating 
the entire state defense organization. Gover- 
nors of 39 states have already organized civil 
defense councils or have appointed state di- 
rectors for civil defense matters. 

“The cost of establishment and mainte- 
nance of such a component would be contin- 
gent upon actual strength, types of arms and 
equipment provided, the frequeney of man- 
euver periods (the maximum is set at 15 
days per month), and the number of officers 
and enlisted men of the Regular Army em- 
ployed with this force. 

“In view of the foregoing the War Denart- 
ment. recommends against enactment of the 
bill.” 

An identical report was submitted relative 
to H. R. 3305.

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Air Corps Plans 


Maj. Gen. George H. Brett, Acting 
Chief of the Air Corps, told the House 
Military Affairs Aviation Subcommittee 
this week that the Air Corps will be train- 
ing pilots at the rate of 30,000 a year by 
November, 1942. The present training 
schedule is at the rate of 7,000 a year 
and this will be stepped up to the rate 
of 12,000 a year by October, 1941, he said. 
The latest type of airplanes are used in 
training. 

The subcommittee heard from General 
Brett that the Air Corps is now basing 
on a strength of about 198,000 men and 
expects to accomplish its 54-group pro- 
gram in April, 1942. Advanced training 
is given only at Moffett Field, Calif., Ran- 
dolph Field, Tex., and Maxwell Field, 
Ala., he said, but primary training is given 
in about 27 schools in various parts of 
the country. This number will be in- 
creased and a number of private schools 
also are turning out primary flight stud- 
ents. 

General Brett said there is no shortage 
of applicants at the present time but one 
may develop in the future. He said em- 
phatically that the Air Corps does not 
contemplate waiving its requirement of 
two years of college for pilots. “Every 
man we train is a potential Chief of Staff 
and the college requirements cannot be 
eliminated,” he declared. A maximum of 
12,098 graduate pilots is expected for 
1941, 

The committee also was told of the 
Army’s new plan to discourage strikes 
in defense industries by showing the 
workers what they are working on. He 
revealed that when the threat of strikes 
spreading through the aircraft industry 
#rew serious, the Army flew groups of 
planes to stage demonstrations over 
various plants. He said similar demon- 
strations will be held this Spring to inter- 
est the general public in the air expan- 
sion program. Air Corps shows will be 
held on the East Coast at several large 
plants and at various colleges coinciding 
with graduation time. The publicity 
shows will include formation flying and 
demonstration of fighters and light, heavy 
and medium bombers in flight. 

While being questioned by members 
of the committee, General Brett said that 
bombardiers, navigators and men of the 


combat crew type were being secured 
from “washed-out cadets” who were 
ziven commissions in the Reserve. He 


said there are a few enlisted men serv- 
ing as bombardiers but not as principal 
bombardiers. In the average 4-engine 
bomber crew of 11 men, the pilot, the 
copilot, the principal bombardier and the 
navigator are officers, and the remainder 
of the crew is made up of enlisted per- 
sonnel. 





Community Facilities 

Hearings on H. R. 3570 authorizing 
$150,000,000 for additional community 
facilities in the vicinity of national de 
fense projects have been completed by 
the House Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds and a report on the measure 
is expected within the coming week. The 
bill was introduced at the request of 
the President. 

Lt. Col. Harry F. Thompson, GSC, OC 
of S G-1, told the committee that the 
War Department endorses the idea of 
improving recreational facilities, health, 
und sanitary conditions in towns ad 
jacent to the larger Army camps. Ile 
said: “Our critical problem right now and 
the one with which the Secretary of War 
and the Chief of Staff are so concerned 
is this particular problem of the con 
ditions in the adjacent communities and 


we are trying to get them cleaned up 
and get an improved situation.” 
He suggested the establishment of 


recreation ‘halls outside the camp limits, 
saying: “They would be a place, as I 
visualize, where the soldier could come 
in and loaf rather than stand on the 
street corner, where he could have toilet 





facilities, where he could meet his friends, | 


where he could read, where he could write, 


where it is possible he might get a ham | 


and egg sandwich or a hamburger,” and 
he added, “play dominoes or bridge, and 
maybe a little ping pong.” 

Colonel Thompson said these facilities 
already are furnished within the military 


|

reservation, but must also be provided 
outside the reservation to take care of 
the men when they are off duty. He de- 
scribed the facilities on the reservation, 
stating: 

“For instance in our larger camps we have 
what are known as service clubs, It is really a 
community center. That ig where these hos- 
tesses you have heard about will be on duty. 
In them will be a library and a librarian and 
we anticipate we will also have in there a 
cafeteria, a game room, a social room, and 
similar facilities. This will be a place where 
the soldier can meet his friends and family. 
Adjacent to it but really part of the adminis- 
tration of the service club, will be, what we 
call a guest house, where visitorg can stay 
overnight under the supervision of our hos- 
tesses. These will probably house something 
in the neighborhood of 50 guests. 

“We also have what we call regimental rec- 
reational buildings and. theaters which Mr. 
Taft discused, and post exchanges which you 
might say will correspond to the little coun- 
try store. They are places where men will 
assemble during their leisure hours. 

“We will develop an extensive athletic and 
recreational program and entertainment of va- 
rious kinds.” 


State Guards Organized 

With induction of the National Guard 
into the Army of the United States vir- 
tually completed, reports made by vari- 
ous states to the War Department indi- 
cate that work of organizing State Guard 
units to serve during the absence of the 
National Guard units has been progress- 
ing rapidly. 

In twenty-eight states, organization of 
State Guard units either already is well 
underway or will begin soon. No report 
has been received from seven states, 
while six states do not plan to organize 
any state force until the need is believed 
greater than at the present time. Seven 
states have plans for state units, but no 
report has been received on actual start 
of organization. 

The State Guard Bill approved 210ct. 
1940 provides that State Guards are to 
be organized and maintained under 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of War and are to be furnished with 
such arms and equipment as can be 
spared by the War Department. In the 
equipment which has been made avail- 
able to State Guard units are a limited 
number of calibre .30 Enfield rifles, bayo- 
nets, cartridge belts, canteens, first aid 
pouches, a limited quantity of .30 calibre 
ammunition for each rifle, and gas masks. 

Uniforms in all cases must be provided 
by the State organizations themselves.

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Progress of Defense Program 


The impending national defense inves- 
tigation by a select committee of the Sen- 
ate is expected to bring out in bold relief 
two of the obstacles that face the Office 
of Production Management in its effort 
to boost the American industrial system 
to full-capacity full-speed production. 

The first obstacle was created by the 
National Defense Advisory Commission 
und the Office of Production Management 
when they concentrated the bulk of de- 
fense contracts In the hands of a few 
large corporations, The second obstacle 
is the increasing number and stubborn- 
ness of strikes. 

When the full-speed-ahead order went 
forth last year the National Defense Ad- 
visory Commission reasoned thus: ‘The 
great bottleneck that we must smash is 
Time. We cannot afford the time neces- 
sary to negotiate with the 200,000 indus- 
trial concerns in this country. Most of 
them are small, anyway. Let us give the 
contracts to the largest concerns, which 
ure experienced in this work and which 
have great productive capacity. Then let 
us assist these concerns to enlarge their 
plants to meet this emergency.” 

This course was followed later by 
the Office of Production Management, Ac 
cording to Senator Truman of Missouri, 
chairman of the Senate. national defense 
investigating committee, fewer than 120 
contractors have received well over 80 
per cent of some $11,000,000,000 in con 
tracts. Now these “prime contractors” 
ure up against the problem of delivering 
the goods at breakneck speed. About 300 
concerns have obtained “certificates of 
necessity,” for amortization purposes, en 
ubling them to provide for plant expan- 
sion to the tune of $300,000,000, But plant 
expansion is a slow process, and mean- 
while thousands of small factories em- 
ploying skilled men are idle or working 
only one shift. There is a shortage of 
skilled labor in some communities where 
large contractors are operating. Neither 
the extra plants nor additional skilled 
labor can be obtained on short notice. 
The tedious process of training workers 
in industrial plants is now being under- 
taken, but in a small way. The additional 
housing required for new workers in con- 
yzested areas raises another problem. 

The Office of Production Management 
is now trying to break the bottleneck of 
over-concentration of contracts by assist- 
ing prime contractors to find subcontrac- 
tors who will handle part of their produc- 
tion. The Defense Contract Service, set 
up by the O.P.M., has established offices 
throughout the country in the 12 Federal 
Reserve banks and their 34 branches, De 
lay has been caused by prime contractors 
who insist upon enlarging their plants in 
the hope of handling all the business 
themselves. 

The broad picture thus far revealed in- 
dicates that immense labor and much 
time must be consumed in redistributing 
contracts and parts of contracts so that 
moderate-sized and small plants may be 
enlisted in the work of production. 


Labor Problem 

Strikes and threatened strikes are the 
second great obstacle that tends to dis- 
rupt full and prompt production. The 
trend of the strike graph is steadily up- 
ward, pointing to an increase over the 
record of more than 1,000,000 man-hours 
lost by strikes since January. 

The Office of Production Management 
has been struggling with labor disputes 
in many States. Regional representatives 
have accomplished much, assisted by 
agents of the Conciliation Service of the 
Department of Labor. But strikes are in- 
creasing in spite of these efforts. 

In order to avert wholesale labor stop- 
pages the President created the National 
Defense Mediation Board of eleven mem- 
bers, representing the public, employers 
and employees. This board is just getting 
into action. Its powers are limited. It is 
expected to be the medium through which 
public opinion will exert powerful pres- 
sure upon disputants, constraining them 
to settle their differences without hold- 
ing up defense work. The board, however, 
has no power to order arbitration of dis- 
putes. It must rely in the first instance 
upon the work of the Conciliation Ser- 
vice, and only after all efforts have failed 
is it anticipated that the public-opinion 
leverage will be invoked. It is admitted 
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that the Mediation Board is an experi 
ment that may have to be superseded by 
some more effective method of preventing 
stoppage of defense production, It is con 
tended by a vigorous minority in Con- 
gress that the administration must be 
armed with a weapon more effective than 
mediation if strikes are to be averted. 
This minority repeats the charge that 
communistic influences are provoking 
many of the more menacing labor dis- 
putes, It is insisted that the administra- 
tion should at least be authorized to ste} 
in and halt strikes which are based upon 
jurisdictional squabbles between rival 
labor organizations. 


Investigation 
The Senate committee appointed by the 
Vice President to investigate the national 
defense situation will begin hearings on 
7 April. The committee consists of Sena- 
tors Harry 8S. Truman of Missouri, chair- 
man; Tom Connally of Texas, Carl Hay- 


den of Arizona, James M. Mead of New | 


York, Mon C. Wallgren of Washington, 
Ralph O. Brewster of Maine and Joseph 
H. Hall of Minnesota.

Among the specific in 
quiries authorized are the following: 

(1) types and terms of contracts awarded 
on behalf of the U. 8.; 

(2) methods by which contracts 
awarded and contractors selected; 

(3) utilization of facilities of small business 
concerns, through sub-contracts or other 
wise ; 

(4) geographie distribution of contracts and 
location of plants and facilities ;

(5) effect of such program as to labor and 


migration of labor; 
(6) performance on contracts, and account 
ings required of contractors; 
(7) contractors’ benefits with respect 


amortization for tax purposes, or otherwise; | 


(8) practices of management or labor; 
prices, fees and charges which interfere with 
the program or unduly increase its cost; and 


(9) any other matters deemed appropriate | 


by the committee. 

In a radio address on 24 March Sena- 
tor Truman, chairman of the committee, 
intimated that the committee would probe 
into rumors of scandalous conditions sur- 
rounding the letting of contracts, the plac- 
ing of educational orders, and payment of 
professional fees. 





Retirement Ages of Generals 


The War Department has approved an | 


opinion of The Judge Advocate General, 
which, in effect, rules that the compulsory 
retirement ages for officers holding per- 
manent commissions as major general and 
brigadier general are applicable to offi- 
cers holding temporary commissions as 
general officers during the existing 
emergency. 

Under existing law, all officers not on 
the promotion list, that is, officers of the 
Medical Department, the Chaplains 
Corps, and professors at West Point, as 
well as major generals of the line, are 
placed on the retired list on reaching the 
age of 64. Permanent brigadier generals 
of the line, after 1 July 1942, will retire 
at the age of 62, while other officers, ex- 
cept those who are chiefs and assistant 
chiefs of branches, will retire after 1 July 
1942, at the age of 60. Chiefs of branches 
and assistant chiefs of branches will re- 
tire at the age of 64. 

During the existing emergency, under a 
recent law the President has been author- 
ized to make temporary appointments in 
the grade of general officers. The Judge 
Advocate General has ruled that tempo- 
rary lieutenant generals and major gen- 
erals will retire at 64 and temporary 
brigadier generals will retire at 62, after 
1 July 1942, unless they hold permanent 
commissions in a branch not on the pro- 
motion list, in which event, they will re- 
tire at 64.
